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SOVIET BEAR TRAPS U. S. SENATOR 


Intentionally or not, propaganda-staged trip of Hubert Humphrey to Kremlin, proves 
a vehicle for Khrushchev in cold war against United States anti-Red policies 








“HE supreme aim of the wily Red dictator, Nikita 

Khrushchev, at the present time, is to belittle and 
discredit the Free World Leadership of America’s 
Secretary of State, John Foster Dulles. Mr. Dulles 
has no doubt made mistakes, but consistently he has 
stood like the rock of Gibraltar against all Soviet 
expansionist and aggressive schemes. He has de- 
fended the Free World’s position with courage. While 
offering minor criticisms at times, French, British, 
and other Free World statesmen have constantly 
looked to Secretary Dulles for leadership in the formu- 
lation and maintenance of a stiff and solid anti-Com- 
munist front backed up by all liberty-loving peoples. 


Red Dictator Khrushchev has no doubt hunted long 
and patiently for a man and a method whereby the 
Kremlin could hatch a calculated maneuver to un- 
dermine confidence in, and respect for, John Foster 
Dulles. The method he chose was that of carrying on 
highly publicized “conferences” behind the back of 
the American Secretary of State. To further this 
devious method he had to locate some politician in 
the Free World who, for personal or headline-hunting 
motives, might be blind or naive enough to let him- 
self be “used” in the Soviet Dictator’s underhanded 
scheme. 


Khrushchev, apparently, believed he had found such 
a thoughtless character in the person of the one man 
in the United States Senate with the most unchal 
lenged reputation for acting first and thinking after 
wards, if indeed, he thinks at all in any constructive 
way. The tradition is that “freshmen” Senators are 
seen and not heard, at least until they learn the 
The younger Senators generally look up to 
the older and more experienced members of the world’s 
ereatest deliberative body. But from the time he en- 
tered the United States Senate in 1948, at the unripe 
age of 37, Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota pro 
ceeded to shoot his ample mouth off in all directions, 
without regard to the hallowed traditions and cus- 
toms of the august upper house of the United States 
Congress. Almost overnight, young Senator Hum- 
phrey, the greenest of the freshman Senators, had be 
come known as the Senate’s most boresome and pes 
tiferous talker. The most mature of the long-winded 
Senators in Congress, notably Wayne Morse of Oregon 
and William Langer of North Dakota, quickly threw 
in the sponge, conceding their inability to keep pace 
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with the youthful Minnesotan in his unending talk- 
athons. 

Assuming, as seems self-evident, that Khrushchev’s 
purpose was to stagger and confuse Free World opin- 
ion with a spectacular “peace and disarmament” par- 
ley with some ambitious politician, willing to huddle 
behind the back of Secretary Dulles with the Soviet 
master schemer, it is easy to understand why the Red 
Boss was so eager to invest all the time and energy in 
the now world renowned “8S hour marathon peace 
talk” with the brash and bumptious Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota. 

Whether or not Senator Humphrey ever stopped 
talking long enough to familiarize himself with the 
fact, the Soviet strategists all know—as do most 
American children — that America’s foreign 
policy is decided in most instances by the President’s 
Secretary of State. The full Congress supposedly re- 
serves the power to declare war and the Senate a veto 
power over the President’s treaty-making power, But 
under no condition does the Senate, let alone a single 
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Senator Hubert Humphrey, in

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member thereof, have a Constitutional right or power 
to initiate foreign policy, or to contradict or revise it, 
once it is laid down by the State Department of the 
Executive branch of owr Government. The people 
alone have the right and power to reverse foreign pol- 
icy, this by electing a President who they believe will 
carry out their will in such matters, 

But our American republic could not have survived 
had not the State Department been armed with the 
power to make and unmake foreign policy with utmost 
decisiveness and dispatch. The Senate is designedly 
a “deliberative body” ofttimes taking months to enact 
legislation. The most important policies and decisions 
of State must often be made overnight or within the 
course of a few hours, 

The unwritten rule of American Constitutional ex- 
istence as a free Government has always been that: 
at home, in election campaigns, Americans air and 
argue their differences. But our differences end at 
the water’s edge; and all American patriots recognize 
their duty to stand behind the foreign policy of their 
Government in the face of every foreign foe. Senator 
Humphrey has had every opportunity to use the de- 
bating platform of the Senate to set forth, fairly and 
clearly, any disagreement he may have with Secretary 
Dulles. But when he went to the Kremlin, seeking an 
interview with Khrushchev, behind the back of Secre- 
tary Dulles and President Eisenhower, he walked into 
the Soviet Dictator’s spider web and let himself, in 
effect, be entangled in the Soviet’s world wide propa- 
ganda scheme. 

The whole world, or whatever part of it has con- 
descended to take note of the fact, has known ever 
since 1952 that the self-starred, and Eleanor Roosevelt 
boosted “foreign expert,” Humphrey has not agreed 
with many aspects of the firm and unyielding policy 
of Secretary Dulles in the face of attempted Red ag- 
gression in many parts of the world. Through the 
torrent of wind and words that Senator Humphrey 
has ceaselessly spouted forth, the general impression 
has grown that he would deal more softly with Com- 
munist imperialism in Asia than has Secretary of 
State Dulles. 

Then Senator Humphrey, acting like some super- 
ambassador or super-Secretary of State, “reported” to 
the White House on his alleged epoch-making and 
earth-shaking “eight hours with Khrushchev.” After 
80 minutes with the Chief Executive, he spent another 
30 minutes with newsmen who in some instances re- 
luctantly wasted their time listening to him brag about 
how famously he got along with the Red Dictator 
Khrushchev. President Eisenhower briefly commented 
later that Humphrey told him nothing he did not al- 
ready know. But did the Senator from Minneso‘a, 
who flagrantly and unconstitutionally connives behind 
the back of his President and Secretary of State, tell 
all to Mr. Eisenhower? What actually was said and 
decided between him and Khrushchev during their 
eight long hours in “secret session”? 

Senator Humphrey is making hard cash, as well as 
political capital, of being the Red Dictator’s errand 

oy, to whom he was willing to devote a full 8 hours 
out of his busy life. The Senator has sold an article 
on his escapade to a leading national magazine. But 
wading through the windiness and wordiness of it all. 
we gather nothing except that the Kremlin gangster 
chief fascinates Humphrey as a sort of political glamor 
boy, in much the same way that a giddy girl might 
swoon over Elvis Presley. Listen to the enraptured 
Senator from Minnesota: “Besides his words, Premier 
Khrushchev talked a great deal with his eyes. They

appeared to be a kind of bluish hazel, just a shade 
this side of brown, They were sharp eyes, but I would 
not call them ‘hard’. Most of the time they were wide 
open, almost as if they were distended. When Khrush- 
chevy was enjoying himself — maybe kidding someone 
or recalling his political bouts —they had a happy 
sparkle. In moments of great intensity, however, his 
brows would furrow and his eyes would narrow. I 
saw then what is meant by ‘burning eyes’.” 

Movie fans exult over the “purple eyes” of Elizabeth 
Taylor. But Hubert Humphrey obviously is off on a 
flight of imaginative fancy when he rhapsodizes over 
the eyes of Nikita: “bluish hazel, just a shade this side 
of brown.” Hazel —just this side of brown? Bluish 
hazel? Whiskey drinkers are supposed to see pink 
elephants. But vodka drinkers? There is no public 
record that Hubert drank with Nikita. 

Lest we take the Humphrey-Khrushchev tete-a-tete, 
palsy-walsy parley too lightly, we pause to observe 
that there are those who truly believe it was nothing 
less than epoch-making and earth-shaking—even space 
rattling, to change to nuclear nomenclature. Breath- 
lessly observed Eleanor Roosevelt, after it was all over, 
“Senator Humphrey has demonstrated that he has 
within him the spark of greatness.” This tribute from 
the ex-First Lady did, indeed, spark a good deal of 
speculation about the Minnesota propaganda seeker

Our Government has acted boldly in the Berlin crisis.

should we not act as boldly on the cold war propaganda front?

COVVE ARE face to face with destiny,” said Theo- 
dore Roosevelt sixty years ago, “and we must 
meet it with courage. If we shrink from the hard 
contests the stronger peoples will win for themselves 
the domination of the world. Our country calls not 
for a life of ease, but the life of strenuous endeavor.” 
During the troubled days before the American Rev- 
olution, Patrick Henry declared: “Give me liberty or 
give me death.” In Colonial days our forefathers had 
to work for the freedoms we now enjoy and we shall 
have to work to keep it. 

Today, we are in a constant turmoil over the “Cold 
War” which the Communists are waging against the 
Western countries. The only language the Soviet 
government understands is brutality and deceit, which 
they use in dealing with their own people. No one 
will ever know how many millions of innocent citizens 
have been executed in Russia and China, because they 
were not in accord with the Communists’ fanatic be- 
liefs that the world is theirs to conquer. 

Ever since World War II ended, the Soviet govern- 
ment has resorted to every conceivable means possible 
to expand their boundary. Officials in Washington, 
unfortunately, stated that we would have no cause to 
protect Korea when our forces were withdrawn. 
Shortly after this statement the Communist hordes 
invaded South Korea and the United States sent 
troops, our Navy and Air Force to help stop the in- 
vasion. 

General Van Vleet, who for some time had com- 
plete charge of our armed forces in Korea, resigned in 
disgust because our forces were not permitted by Pres- 
ident Truman to cross the 38th parallel. Several times, 
he related, the Reds were routed in complete confusion. 
Had he been allowed to send our forces beyond the 
38th parallel on these occasions, the enemy would 
have been defeated. 

Our tremendous life in the Korean War 
should be an object lesson to us today in dealing with 
Red China and Soviet Russia.

Three presidents of the United States and six U. 8. 
Secretaries of State have engaged in talks with the 
Soviet government, Out of forty agreements involving 
definite Soviet promises, thirty-seven have been vio- 
lated. In 1955, a study of nearly 1000 Russian treaties 
was made public by the Senate Subcommittee on In- 
ternal Security. The study showed that the U.S.S.R. 
“had broken its word to virtually every country to 
which it ever gave a signed promise.” 

This inventory of broken pledges leaves no doubt 
that the tensions which Khrushchey professes himself 
anxious to relax are primarily the result of high- 
handed Russian betrayals of signed agreements. 

The United States has never ruled out negotiations. 
But in view of the shocking Russian faithlessness, we 
should rule out illusions and exaggerated expectations. 
Conferences with the Communists will not menace free 
world interests if the West remains aware that an 
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agreement with them is worthless unless it is backed 
with provisions for enforcement. 

Khrushchev reached the Communist dictatorship in 
the only way that the Soviet pyramid of power can be 
scaled: over piles of corpses, He was boss of Moscow 
for about five years as Stalin’s chief henchman. These 
were the tragic years of terror. As the dictator’s fol- 
lower, Khrushchev was knee-deep in blood. Ten mil- 
lion people were crammed into slave labor camps, tens 
of thousands were shot by secret police. These crimes 
Khrushchev acknowledged, but attributed them to 
Stalin, in 1956. His long record of brutality was cli- 
maxed in Hungary. The order, sending hundreds of 
Russian tanks rolling, was Khrushchev’s. The bloody 
mopping-up that followed, including deportations of 
thousands of freedom fighters to slow death in Siberian 
and Arctic slave camps, was directed by Ivan Serov, 
then Khrushchev’s number one policeman and execu- 
tioner, but only recently dismissed by Khrushchev. 

There was spontaneous eruption of public wrath 
following Soviet barbarism in Hungary. Demonstra- 
tions all over the world followed in protest displaying 
signs which described the Russians as butchers and 
murderers. In New York, thousands marched behind 
black-draped Hungarian banners. Parliaments every- 
where arose and stood mute to honor the dead. In 
Saigon 100,000 people, led by the national assembly 
of South Viet Nam, moved slowly through the streets, 
shouting praise for Hungarian heroes and insults at 
the Soviet Union. A moving ceremony took place in 


Copenhagen where at a signal every church bell 
throughout the city and country began to peal. People 


stopped where they were. Tratflic halted everywhere. 
In front of the Russian Embassy, everybody turned

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their backs on the building. Underneath all the dem- 
onstrations of anger there was a realization that the 
big lie of Communism was at last exposed. 


The Communists were the first to produce an inter- 
continental ballistic missile with a hydrogen warhead, 
yet the Reds are in fear of the scientists and workers 
who built it. Secret police spy upon the workers. The 
right to strike or even change jobs is denied them. A 
government imposed upon the people, not chosen by 
them, fears its people. The Russian government is 
afraid to permit its people to move about freely, even 
within their homeland. It fears free contact between 
he Soviet people and those from the outside world, be- 
cause of fear of comparison. In all Communist coun- 
ries there is a seramble to get out. More than three 
million have fled East Germany. 


A serious Russian weakness is their waste of man- 
power. With one hundred and ten million workers, 
fifty-two million are ou farms. Still they ure smable 
to provide their people with a high standard diet. In 
the U. S. with sixty-eight million workers, five and 
three-tenth million farm so efficiently that the Amer- 
ican people are unable to consume all that is produced. 


In Russia, there are only 75,000 miles of railroads 
as compared to 220,000 in the United States. The 
Soviet Union has only 131,000 miles of improved high- 
ways. By comparison, the United States has 2,300,000 
miles of paved roads. Using these thoroughfares in 
the United States are 56,000,000 passenger cars and 
over 10,000,000 trucks. Russia only has a claimed 
700,000 passenger cars and 2,800,000 trucks, these pur- 
chased from other countries. Russia recently an- 
nounced it “hoped to turn out its first auto within two 
years 


The Soviet Union is far from the colossus among na 
tions drawn by Red propagandists. It is strictly a 
police state, organized to exploit a captive people in 
order to build a military machine. The announced 
Soviet goal is domination of the world. 


The Russians, in World War II, hailed the Germans 


as liberators until the Germans betrayed them. Today 
throughout Asiatic Russia there is unrest. The pic- 


ture the world has of Khrushchev as dictator over a 
happy nation is unjustified by the facts. 


Dr. Ellsworth Raymond, Professor of Russian 
studies at New York University and former United 
States Embassy staff member in Moscow, made a 5,000 
mile journey through Russia last summer. Speaking 
Russian, he was able to talk privately with several 
hundred people in different walks of life. 


His conclusions were that the majority of Russian 
people are anti-Soviet. They may think of themselves 
as Communists but hate their social system. The avy- 
erage Soviet citizen has little interest in communizing 
the world. They don’t care about the satellite coun- 
tries or Red China. The Russians live in dread of nu- 
clear war and know if war comes the U.S.8.R. will be 
destroyed. Dr. Raymond believes their standard of 
living has improved slightly over the forty years. Now 
they want more things and if they don’t get them they 
appear determined to take action. 


Dr. Raymond encountered a middle-aged worker on 
a cobblestone side street in Leningrad. They compared 
prices of cars and motorcycles in the United States 
and Russia. “You could buy seven automobiles in the 
U. 8. for what we pay for one,” the worker told Dr. 
Raymond angrily. “And even if we could afford an 
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automobile we couldn’t get it.” Mikoyan admitted 
while on the United States visit, it will be many years 
before the people of Russia can acquire an auto. 


Raymond fell into conversation with a middle-aged 
woman in a shop. “The younger generation doesn’t 
remember,” she said, “but we older folks know how 
much America helped us during the war. We will 
never forget the war relief, and the days when every 
Russian grocery store had American food.” 


One evening in a Rostov hotel, a factory worker 
came over to Dr. Raymond’s table and asked if he 
could dine with him. He was crudely dressed and 
wore no jacket or tie. “Look at these bureaucrats 
around us,” he said. “They would not permit me to 
sit at their tables because I am a worker. They call 
this a worker’s state, but they do not practice their 
own philosophy. You are an American capitalist but 
you g'adly let me sit with you.” 


Recently an American observer declared: “The way 
to prevent Russia from using her accumulated de- 
structive power in the future will be to demonstrate 
that any grab — big or little — will bring drastic re- 
taliation. If we do make plain our determination to 
fight if need be, I’m sure the Russians would not fol- 
low through on their threats.” 


At the end of World War II, the Red army poured 
over half of Europe and engulfed countries from Po- 
land to Bulgaria. Eager to have access to the Medi- 
terranean, they tore up their pact with Turkey and 
demanded joint control of the Turkish Straits, which 
would have given Russia domination of Thrace. The 
Turks did not flinch. Their statesmen “refused to 
consider” the Communists’ demands. The citizens 
put it more bluntly. Take us if you can, they said, 
but you'll have to kill us first. The Russians paused 
for a second thought and they still don’t have Thrace 
or any part of Turkey. 


Russia’s latest propaganda weapon is the manufac- 
turing of lies about the United States. They publicize 
false American documents, claiming to be authentic 
proof that the United States is plotting to dominate 
the world and kindle a war. The campaign was stepped 
up during the violence in Lebanon and through the 
Iraq coup. The principal targets were Middle East 
and Asian peoples and governments. 


The United States should demand that these false 
“state papers,” trying to poison world opinion against 
us, should stop. The Communists keep making de- 
mands, why shouldn’t we counteract their vicious lies? 


Our stern action over the present Berlin demands 
by Russia should be praised to the sky. Our General 
Henry Hodes has warned Russia that any new blockade 
would be considered an attack on the United States. 
He reaffirmed President Eisenhower's American de- 
termination to stay put in Berlin. We should coun- 
teract their big bluff by demanding that the Commnu- 
nists get out of East Germany. 


It would possibly save many disturbances similar 
to the affairs in Lebanon, the Middle East and Quemoy 
if our officials told China and Russia to stop the cold 
war and false propaganda or be responsible for a 
hot war. Bluffing cowards usually collapse under pres- 
sure, especially when they know we are not hopelessly 
unprepared as we were in 1941. Let us urge our offi- 
cials in Washington to take the initiative and demand 
an end to the actions of aggression perpetrated by 
Russia and China, The move is needed to bolster our 
allies’ faith in us. 














WHY FEBRUARY 22nd IS A HOLIDAY 


Our celebration of Washington's Birthday resulted from the 
desire of one patriotic woman to honor our first President 








Hew did George Washington, “Father of His Coun- 

try,” celebrate his birthday long before it became 
a national holiday, in which the United States pays 
just tribute to its greatest leader? People of this 
day would like to know, and at least two character- 


istics of Washington are recorded in his Diaries. The 
first occurred at Mount Vernon, in 1785: 
“Tuesday, February, 22d. Removed two pretty 


large and full grown Lilacs to the No. Garden gate, 
one on each side, taking up as much dirt with the 
roots as could well be obtained I also removed 
from the Woods and old fields several young Trees 
of Sassafras, Dogwood and Redbud to the shrubbery 
on the No. side of the grass plot.” 

After eight years of warfare, Washington at long 
last, was indulging in an orgy of tree planting and 
renewed cultivation of the large Mt. Vernon estate 
that he loved best of all and which is now a National 
Shrine visited by tens of thousands of Americans each 
year. 

For many reasons the celebration of Washington’s 
birthday on February 22, 1797, was an event attract- 
ing special interest and comment on the part of the 
American people. In ten days he would put aside the 
Presidential reins and retire to pastoral life at Mount 
Vernon. 

John Adams, in writing to his wife, on March 5, em- 
phasized this joyous anticipation of General Washing- 
ton. “He seemed,” wrote Adams, “to enjoy a tri- 
umph over me. Methink I heard him say, ‘Ay, I am 
fairly out and you are fairly in! See which of us 
will be happiest! ” 

When he retired in 1797, Washington was 66 years 
old. To the clergy of Philadelphia, who, as was their 
custom, called in a body to pay their respects, the 
President facetiously remarked, “Gentlemen, I feel 
the weight of years; I take a pair of sixes on my 
shoulders this day.” The city’s bells pealed and 
cannon were fired in his honor. The members of 
Congress and the Governor and the State legislature 
came in a body to congratulate him. At 11 o’clock the 
officer of the militia marched from the State House 
to his residence and an address of laudation was de- 
livered to which Washington made response. 

Returning to the State House, they accompanied 
the Society of Cincinnati on their visit to Washington, 
and another address was delivered, At noon a Federal 
salute was fired, and a procession, with all companies 
of the military included, proceeded up the avenue. 

“This day has always been observed in this city by 
marks of joy and festivities,” remarked a contemporary 
journal, “but this being the last birthday which will 
return to George Washington as Chief Magistrate of 
the Union, it was not only honored by outward marks 
of joy, but by sensations of a peculiar kind, which are 
better felt than expressed.” 

From noon to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, three rooms 
of the President’s house were filled with visitors while 
“the great crowd at the doors rendered it almost im- 
possible for more people to get in.” Mrs. Washington 
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is reported as being moved to tears “with the mingled 
emotions of gratitude for such strong proofs of public 
regard and the new prospect of the uninterrupted en- 
joyment of domestic life.” James Iredell wrote to his 
wife, “I never saw the President look better or in finer 
spirits, but his emotions were too powerful to be 
concealed. He could scarcely speak.” 

On the same evening, at Rickett’s Amphitheatre, a 
noted place of amusement, a ball was given in honor 
of Washington, “which, for splendor, taste and ele- 
gance, was perhaps never excelled by any similar en- 
tertainment in the United States,” recorded Claypool. 
It was supposed at least 1,200 people were present. 

For fifty years after Washington passed away, De- 
cember 14, 1799, little attention was paid to his birth- 
day. Few people today realize just how it happened 
that Washington’s birthday is a lega! holiday. It was 
an American society belle—one of the wealthiest, 
Landsomest, most vivacious and popular ladies of 
her day, Mrs. Harrison Gray Otis, of Boston, who 
originated the idea, and acted as a leader in the move- 
ment to have legislatures set aside February 22nd as 
a holiday in memory of “The Father of His Country.” 
It was that same lady who assisted in creating wide- 
spread demand that the Government secure Mount 
Vernon property as a perpetual memorial to the Wash- 
ington family, at a time when it was suggested the 
land be sold for building lots. 

Mrs. Otis was known and beloved, not alone here 
in America, but her fame spread to Europe. When 
she visited the flagship of a squadron from a foreign 
navy, in Boston harbor, salutes were fired and sailors 
manned the yards. She received 
were paid to high dignitaries. 

The lady resided in a mansion at 41 Mount Vernon 
Street, Boston, an appropriate address for one 
labored to preserve honors for Washington.

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building is preserved because of its noted associations 
with the past. Here it was that the first civil Wash- 
ington Birthday celebration was held, culminating in 
the present legal holiday. Here, on February 22, 1842. 
Mrs. Otis reached the decision that the American peo- 
ple should pay tribute to this day each year, and here 
she commemorated the day in a fitting manner, Upon 
moving into her new home, she held a reception, whic! 
took the form of a Washington Birthday festival. To 
the illustrious leaders present she explained that she 
felt that the “Father of His Country” should have this 
day set aside in his honor, and that so long as she 
lived she would thus publicly observe the anniversary 
in his memory. She expressed the hope that the cus- 
tom might spread and become universal throughout 
the land, 


At the time, Mrs. Otis was the acknowledged social 
queen of Boston. The exclusive social set were scandal- 
zed at the very idea of her throwing open her mansion 
for a day, even once a year, to permit any who might 
feel disposed to enter and visit her, There was a storm 
of bitterest criticism, but the prestige of the lady was 
so unassailable that none dared to remonstrate with 
her openly, and it remained a nine days’ wonder in 
that period, of 1842. Although there still remained 
many who had known Washington personally, Mrs. 
Otis was among the first to recognize the true great- 
ness of his personality in a historic perspective, and 
to set about establishing a legal holiday in which al! 
\merica could join in paying tribute to the great 
eader who had set the United States on the way to 
becoming a great and strong nation. 


The morning of February 22, 1842, when the first 
birthday celebration was held, news quickly spread 
over Boston that Mrs. Otis’ home was elaborately dec 
orated with buntings and flags, and soon crowds 
flocked to the place to see the spectacle. Little by little 
the humbler folks got up their courage, and passed 
through the great portals of the Otis mansion to par 
ticipate in the festival. Once indoors, the visitors 
passed through the great hall and into the spacious 
drawing room. There they were met by Mrs. Otis. 
vho was gowned magnificently in a dress of royal 

rple velvet, wearing her finest jewels, for these were 

e most famous then in America, and were also re 
owned throughout Europe, 


As the throng approached her she gave each a 
ourteous welcome with a word regarding the day she 
wished to commemorate and of the greatness of the 
character of the first President. The house within was 
tastefully decorated, with flowers in abundance, and 
ill were amazed at the orderliness maintained. From 
noon until midnight the people came and went. It is 
estimated that fully 4,000 attended the first Washing- 
ton Birthday celebration. 


Soon the idea took fire; the following year many 
social leaders held Washington birthday parties and 
officers of the commonwealth were soon introducing 
1 measure to set aside this day as a legal holiday. 
Then state after state took up the idea, and today 
this is a red-letter day throughout America. Today 
all states recognize Washington’s birthday, except 
Idaho, by legislative action. However, most Idaho 
schools recognize the day with appropriate patriotic 
pregrams. 

The traits of character which made Washington a 
national benefactor and a national idol are many, 
one of which is the continuing agreement that his 
counsel was wise, even to statesmen of this day. Had

from foreign entanglements forty years ago, it is safe 
to state that the United States today would have been 
in a much stronger position in world affairs, and 
would have had many more friends among foreign 
nations. Also, it would have been wealthier by many 
billions of dollars, which were expended on the prem- 
ise that a nation can purchase friends. Only now, 
after the national debt approaches $275 billion, do we 
find several leaders approaching the question with an 
intelligent searching after truth which Washington 
first stated as fact. 


Standing beside Washington, by way of comparison, 
one can scarce enumerate more than a very few men 
who possess the creative ability and wise farsight of 
Washington, who seemed to possess an almost divine 
insight. He also possessed a rare trancendent genius 
— character, united with a marvelous balance of in- 
tellectual qualities, each in itself of a high grade, 
which gave him almost unerring judgment and re- 
markable influence, securing a spirit of veneration 
which persists to this day among those who appre- 
ciate true American patriotism. Being human, Wash- 
ington had his failures and shortcomings, but these 
have grown so small through the years, as to now 
appear as naught. Mankind sees the lustre of Wasli- 
ington’s virtues and the greatness of his services to 
his country. Upon his death, the whole nation 
mourned for him.

‘NOW HE BELONGS TO THE AGES" 


Not only for his statesmanship do we honor Abraham Lincoln, 
but for his steadfastness, courage, and every-day kindness

ALTHOUGH John Wilkes Booth assassinated Pres- 

ident Lincoln nearly a hundred years ago, every 
week brings our 16th President new and spectacular 
honors. For instance: 

Writers produce a new book or pamphlet about him, 
on an average, once each week. Some 12,000 such vol- 
umes are in print. Probably there are more books 
about Lincoln than about all of our other Presidents 
combined. 

Sculptors continue to prepare new statues of Lin- 
coln, Already these number in the hundreds — more 
than the total of all our other Presidents, Many of 
these statues have been placed in foreign lands. 

More people — approximately 2,000,000 annually — 
visit the Lincoln Memorial than any other memorial 
in the world. 

And finally, the United States Congress has set up 
the Lincoln Sesquicentennial Commission to coordi- 
nate programs throughout the entire year of 1959 in 
commemoration of the 150th anniversary of Lincoln’s 
birth. This has never been done for any other Pres- 
ident. 

“What,” you ask, “is the cause of Lincoln’s tremen- 
‘(lous appeal?” 

A review of his career is quite enlightening in this 
respect. For example, it reveals the little known but 
touching incident which occurred at Fort Stevens. 

Fort Stevens, one of the principal fortifications of 
the Capital during the Civil War, was understaffed 
and poorly equipped. Therefore, when General Early 
hurled a superior force of Confederate soldiers against 
the Fort, there was a serious question as to whether 
the Union men would be able to defend the City. 

Disturbed over this fact, Lincoln visited the Fort 
during the engagement in an effort to do all within 
his power to save Washington from falling. While 
making his inspection, he exposed himself to enemy 
tire. He proceeded to order reinforcements, thereby 
repulsing the Confederates, 

Today at Fort Stevens you may see a small granite 
boulder bearing a simple bronze plaque marking the 
spot at which President Lincoln exposed himself to 
enemy fire while witnessing this battle. 

“This,” says William E, Malley, a recent visitor at 
Fort Stevens, “is an all-important shrine. It shows 
Lincoln’s character. He, as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Union forces, exerted himself to save the Capital 
from falling into the Confederates’ hands. And he 
succeeded. But in doing so he exposed himself to 
enemy fire. 

“IT know of no other President who has done such 
a thing. That action is over and beyond the call of 
duty.” 

He did this again in connection with Vinnie Ream. 
An ambitious 18-year-old sculptress, in 1864 she gave 
up her job in the Post Office and opened a studio in 
Washington. She wanted very much to create a statue 
of Lineoln. To that end she approached her Senator, 


James 8S. Rollins of Missouri, who agreed to intercede 
with the President for her. 


Near the end of the year he went to Lincoln with 
the suggestion that he sit as a model for Miss Ream. 
This was a most unusual request. After all, Lincoln, 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Union forces hardly 
could afford to take time for such a project. His 
schedule was overcrowded with things which must be 
done. Consequently he gave little thought to the 
proposal. 

“Why,” he asked in dismissing it, “should anyone 
want to sculpture one so homely?” 

Senator Rollins pointed out that Miss Ream was 
young, quite talented, and that her heart and soul 
were set on sculpturing the President. “She will be 
greatly disappointed,” he said. But Lincoln remained 
silent. 

“As she is very poor,” the Senator continued, “she 
cannot engage a model to sit for —” 

“Poor, did you say?” Lincoln asked. 

“Very poor.” 

“That’s nothing against her,” 
sit for her.” 

Thus Vinnie Ream had the singular opportunity to 
sketch the President of the United States. The reg- 
ular half hour sittings took place in the White House 
during the last 5 months of Lincoln’s life. And, as a 
result, Miss Ream was able to create the famous white 
marble statue of Lincoln which won a $10,000 prize 
and stands in the rotunda of the Capitol. 

In understanding Lincoln’s appeal, the fact that 
he — when under terrific pressure for a cause of su- 
perlative importance to the entire nation — was willing 
to sit as a model for an unknown, teenage girl, is 
highly significant. 


Lincoln said, “I will 
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A more startling reason for 
Lincoln’s appeal is an inci- 
dent which occurred on New 
Year’s Day, 1863. At that 
time — the war was still on 

he had signed an act free- 
ing the slaves in the District 
of Columbia, but the bigger 
issue was unresolved. Dared 
he issue an Emancipation 
Proclamation ? 


Top officials were divided 
on this question. A consider- 
able number of Lincoln’s ad- 
visors declared that such ac- 
tion would be tragic. It 
would result in the loss of a 
billion dollars in property 
value, they said. More, the 
army men declared that en- 
tire regiments would throw 
their arms if Lincoln 
took such a step. These were 
important considerations,

There were, however, other equally important facts 
to be weighed and evaluated. And Lincoln carefully 
pondered them all. “I have studied the matter well,” 
e told Congressman Covode late in 1862. “My mind 
s made up. It must be done.” 

On December 30 he handed each Cabinet member a 

py of the Emancipation Proclamation and the fol 
owing morning they discussed it. And, as a result 
of this conference, Lincoln completely rewrote the 
rder 
“[ know very well,” he said upon completing it, 
“that the name associated with this document will 
never be forgotten.” 

On the afternoon of the following day, January 1, 
1863, William H. Seward, Secretary of State, and his 
son Fred, carried the duly engrossed copy of the Proce 

imation to the White House. 

They found the President in his office. Solemnly 

spread the bit of parchment on the desk before him 
nd dipped his pen into the inkwell. 

Then he paused, looked up at the Sewards, and said: 
‘I never, in my life, felt more certain that I was doing 

e right thing than I do in signing this paper.” 

Without more ado he signed the immortal document, 
hereby setting free approximately four million slaves 
ind establishing for all time to come the principle of 
human freedom. He thus became known as the “(reat 
Emancipator.” 

Still another incident which provides more tangible 
evidence as to the reason for Lincoln’s appeal is his 
Gettysburg Address. As you will recall, he was assist- 
ing in dedicating the National Soldiers’ Cemetery at 
Gettysburg. 

The speaker of the day, Edward Everett, once a 
United States Senator, at another time governor of 
Massachusetts, and also President of Harvard Univer- 
sity, was a noted orator. 

For almost two hours he commanded the interest 
of the vast throng— more than 30,000 people — as- 
sembled on that famous battlefield. “Down to the 
last period of recorded time,” he declared in closing 
a really superb speech, “in the glorious annals of our 
common country there will be no brighter page than 
that which relates the Battle of Gettysburg.” 

Following the deafening applause, the tall, gaunt, 
angular Lincoln arose. He, the President of the 
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United States and Commander-in-Chief of the Union 
forces, had been asked to make a few “appropriate 
remarks” —not to deliver the principal address of 
the occasion. 

Lincoln chose to ignore the snub and to appear 
and speak, as requested. This was his way of going 
beyond the call of duty. “Fourscore and seven years 
ago,” he began in a high-pitched, unmusical voice. 
His entire speech consisted of but 10 short sentences 
which he delivered in less than three minutes, 

When he had finished speaking, the applause ac- 


corded him was quite formal and restrained, nothing 


to compare with that given Everett. However, that 
brief speech has been rated as one of the five greatest 
ever made in the history of Western civilization, Os- 
car B. Cintas, former Cuban Ambassador to the United 
States, paid $54,000 for a single authentic copy of it. 

Harper's Weekly evaluated this speech in the fol- 
lowing words: “... The few words the President spoke 
were from heart to heart. They cannot be read, even 
without kindling emotion. ‘The world will little note 
nor long remember what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here.” It was as simple and 
felicitous and earnest a word as was ever spoken.” 

Significant as that may be, it is the final act in the 
Lincoln tragedy which places him in his most human 
and, therefore, most appealing role. And perhaps the 
most dramatic aspect of this act is his disregard for 
the ominous foreshadowings of which he was keenly 
aware. For instance: 

In his office an envelope marked “Assassination” 
contained no fewer than 80 letters threatening him. 

“I know I am in danger,” he told Secretary of War 
Edwin H. Stanton who was disturbed by the situation, 
“hut I’m not going to worry over letters like these.” 
Yet, it is obvious that he did worry. And rightly so. 
Who would not worry if he knew that nearly a hun- 
dred men had threatened him? 

Then, during the second week of April, 1865, the 
last week of his life, Lincoln had a truly alarming 
dream, In this dream he seemed to hear subdued sobs 
of a vast multitude in the White House. 

He dreamed that, in an attempt to learn the cause 
of this weeping, he left his bed, wandered downstairs 
and, although he could see no mourners, heard the dis-

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G-Men Warn of Continued 
Red Threat in United States 


While Communists have been using all sorts of de 
vices to whoop up their olive branch campaign, Amer- 
icans are displaying an increased apathy toward the 
threat of subversion. This is revealed in the 1958 
annual report of J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. “Sensing a more 
favorable atmosphere, the Communist larty, USA, 
and its dupes and sympathizers gained further courage 
and became more vocal in their attacks upon law en 
forcement and other professions which are dedicated 
to preserving our freedoms,” Mr. Hoover said. 

Among the Communist Party’s most ambitious activ 
ities during 1958, was the formulating of positive 
programs to infiltrate mass organizations, and to 
establish a new communist youth group, Mr. Hoover 
revealed. : 

“The Communist Party professes to be a legitimate 
political organization on the American scene; how 
ever, its leadership reins are firmly held by rabidly 
pro-Soviet elements, and the Party’s ultimate objective 
remains the overthrow and destruction of our Govern 
ment by force and violence. 

“Throughout 1958 the Party continued to function 
as an integral part of the international communist 
conspiracy which now controls more than one third 
of the earth’s people. Since June, 1958, several Party 
leaders have applied for passports and made plans 
to travel to the Soviet Union.” 

The FBI Director states that in 1958 two Commu- 
nist Party leaders were convicted under the member- 
ship provision of the Smith Act. On the other hand, 
as a result of appeals filed following their Smith Act 
convictions, 11 communists were ordered acquitted 
and the cases of 23 others were remanded for new 
trials during the year by our courts.

Party may have prompted the recent action of the 
New York State Communist Party in suspending 
Charles Loman, a prominent party functionary and a 
top officer in the Party organization in New York 
State.

Moscow Youth Front Entices

Four hundred youngsters in the United States are 
preparing to go to Vienna in July this year to attend 
the Red-dominated World Youth festival. This is 
the big affair sponsored by Communist fronts to in- 
doctrinate young people with the Kremlin’s way of 

nking. Back of the festival are the World Federa 

of Democratic Youth and the International 
Union of Students. This year, for the first time, 
the event is being held outside the Iron Curtain. Prior 
to Austria’s mortgaged freedom, Vienna was the cen- 
ter from which all of Moscow’s world front movements 
were directed. 

Here in the United States the jamboree is being 
pushed by the “United States Festival Committee” 
with national offices at 19 West 27th Street, New 
York, and sub-offices in Chicago, Los Angeles and 
other major cities. Joanne Grant and Sheila Green- 
berg have been identified as active leaders operating 
from the New York office. Both young women defied 
State Department orders and visited Communist China 
after they had attended the world youth festival in 
Moscow last year. 

The United States Festival Committee recently spon 
a reception honoring the Beryozka Dancers at 
a Greenwich Village nightery. The dance group, ac- 
cording to propaganda issued through the Russian em- 
assy, is a Soviet troup of 40 women. At the recep- 
tion they are reported to have been escorted by male 
members of the cast of the Broadway show entitled 
‘West Side Story.” It is reported that Russian ac- 
cordianists rendered a Soviet anthem, “Song of the 
Fatherland,” which opens and closes all Moscow broad- 
casts, Sixteen Americans, who attended a previous 
world youth festival, sang “March of Democratic 
Youth,” the theme song of the 1957 festival. An ob- 
server at the reception said more than half of thos 
present seemed to be well acquainted with the words 
of the two Red songs. 

The American wing of the festival as reported in the 
December issue of NATIONAL REPUBLIC, held an organ- 
izational meeting in Chicago in October, and at that 
time it was indicated local committees were being set 
up in New York, Los Angeles, San Francisco, Detroit, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Seattle. It was also re 
vealed that college committees have been set up and 
are operating at the University of Arizona, Tucson; 
Antioch, Yellow Springs, O.; Brandeis, Waltham, 
Mass.; University of Chicago; Indiana University, 
Bloomington, Ind.; Oberlin, in Ohio, and Reed College 
n Portland, Ore.

Today our defense line is spread clear around the 
world.

So it was on that November nineteenth in eighteen 
sixty-three, when the National Cemetery at Gettysburg 
yas dedicated. Lincoln had been asked to speak, most- 
ly as an afterthought. On the train to Gettysburg he 
scrawled a few thoughts on a little slip of paper. 


Edward Everett, the great orator of the time, had 
been asked to deliver the main address, and he did — 
for he spoke for an hour and a half. There was thun- 
derous applause as he concluded his scholarly oration, 
and the tired crowd began to leave the scene. 


Then the tall, gangly man, the President of the 
United States, Abraham Lincoln, arose and, in a low 
voice —as though he were speaking to the dead of 
both North and South — began, “Fourscore and seven 
years ago our fathers brought forth on this continent 
a new nation...” Lincoln never overlooked the debt 
to the past, nor the Constitution of the Union he was 
striving to preserve. 


The next day the nation’s leading papers printed a 
long account of Edward Everett’s speech, adding at 
the bottom of the story, “The President also spoke.” 
Perhaps that reporter lived long enough to realize how 
completely he had missed the real story of the day. 


No doubt the Everett speech was good, But who 
knows today what he said? 


Lincoln’s words on that occasion are immortal. The 
President spoke from his heart, trying in some way 
to put into words the things for which men had fought 
and died, the basic ideal that formed the United States 
in Washington’s Day, and that had preserved it 
through wars and their adjustments, through panics 
and progress. 


He did not claim all wisdom. He did not claim all 
knowledge. He spoke as an American, to and for 
Americans. His closing sentence was a resolve to 
which all Americans dedicate themselves. Since that 
eventful day, the day Lincoln spoke, we have gone 
through three wars and one “police action.” There is 
no one who has been untouched by these holocausts. 
And over the ages his words ring out: 


“It is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us— that from these honored 
dead we take increased devotion to that cause for 
which they gave the last full measure of devotion; 
that we here highly resolve that these dead shall not 
have died in vain; that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom; and that government of 
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the people, by the people, for the people, shall not per- 
ish from the earth.”

THE FATHER OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


Many writers, preferring emphatic contrast, have disparaged 


Thomas Lincoln. 








NE day in May, 1784, a man was working with his 

three sons in a clearing near Floyd’s Creek in 
Kentucky, then a part of Virginia, A shot sounded 
from the nearby timber, and the man fell dead by an 
Indian bullet. One boy ran to the unfinished cabin 
for a gun. One ran to a small fort nearby for help 
in case more Indians were in the woods. The young- 
est, a six-year-old, kept watch over the body of his 
father. 

He heard a sound and looked up. An Indian was 
standing within arm’s length. As the savage reached 
for the boy a shot rang out from the cabin, and the 
Indian fell dead in his tracks. The oldest boy had 
reached the house and fired through the chinking. He 
was a good shot. 

The dead father was Abraham Lincoln the Elder, 
who with his wife, Bathsheba, and their boys, had come 
from Rockingham County, Virginia, four years earlier. 
He had claimed and was clearing 2000 acres of virgin 
Kentucky land. The two older boys were Mordecai, 
fourteen, and Josiah, twelve. The little boy was 
Thomas, destined to be the father of the Sixteenth 
President of the United States. 

The Lincoln line in America reached back to about 
1619. It included landowners, operators of ironworks, 
grist and lumber mills, and successful men of affairs, 
in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Vir- 
ginia. The mother of Thomas Lincoln was Bathsheba 
Herring of Virginia. They were all devout, honor- 
able, and successful people, owning property and fol- 
lowing useful trades. 

Thomas Lincoln, left fatherless before Abraham Sen- 
ior had lived long enough to provide schooling, faced 
the future at a great disadvantage. Though he had to 
go to work early, he managed to get enough learning 
to realize its importance. He could read a little and 
write his name, and that was about all. 

The opportunities his ancestors had found in more 
settled regions did not exist on the Kentucky frontier. 
He worked in the timber and on the farms of his 
elder brothers and neighbors. He learned carpentry 
and cabinet work in the shop of Joseph Hanks in 
Elizabethtown. He conserved his small inheritance 
from his father by buying a piece of land. He did 
what he could to get on and maintained a good name. 

He looked appraisingly at a few young women till 
he met Nancy Hanks, who after the coming of a step- 
father had lived with Thomas and Elizabeth Sparrow. 
After that he had eyes for her alone. She is said to 
have been pretty, clever, vivacious, and well-informed 
for her times, 

[t has been claimed that Nancy was the illegitimate 
daughter of Lucy Hanks and an unnamed Virginia 
planter. That may have been true, but not all in- 
formed people agree. Abraham Lincoln’s law partner, 
William Herndon, said in later years that the future 
President had once sadly mentioned it to him; but 
Herndon was always talkative, especially so when 
drinking, and still more so as he grew older; and in 
his efforts to be sensational he told many things about

Lincoln that sound highly irresponsible. We do know, 
however, that when Nancy was seven her mother mar- 
ried Henry Sparrow and from then on is remembered 
as a faithful wife, a respected woman, and mother of 
several worthy children, two of whom became min- 
isters of the gospel. 

On June 10, 1806, Thomas Lincoln gave the required 
bond in the sum of fifty pounds of his intention to 
marry Nancy Hanks. The bond was signed by Richard 
Berry and Joseph R. Parrot. They were married 
two days later by The Reverend Jesse Head at the 
home of Richard Berry. The bond and the marriage 
return, signed by the officiating minister, are pre- 
served at Harrodsburg, the present County Seat, where 
even the house in which the wedding took place has 
been moved and may still be seen. 

Thomas added one more to the number of log houses 
already composing Elizabethtown, Kentucky. With 
great dreams for the future, he took Nancy there to 
be a town lady and opened a carpentry and wood- 
working shop. When little Sarah was born he had 
two to care for. There was plenty of work, but pay 
was low and Thomas never was a very good collector. 
His soft heart always kept him poor, and his great 
son’s account books show the same tendency, though 
in more favorable circumstances. 

Thomas decided he might be able to do better run- 
ning a farm and doing carpentry at the same time. 
Near where Hodgenville now stands he found a farm 
with a log house which Nancy and he were able, ac- 
cording to the standards of the day, to furnish very 
well. There the future President was born, 

Old public land grants left many clouded titles, and 
when confusion arose about this one Thomas bought 
a farm on Knob Creek by a hill road he had helped 
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to survey and build, There a little boy, named after 

s father, was born and died. 

These two houses were happy homes for Nancy Lin- 
in and her two surviving children. There clustered 
he President’s earliest memories of his mother and 

iimself and his sister drinking in the songs she 
sang and the stories she told them. Thomas, too, had 
not yet lost hope of doing better. 

Trouble arose about the title to this land too, and 
Thomas began seeking a place where he could get an 
riginal title. He heard this could be done across 
he Ohio River in Indiana, and went to see for him- 
He staked out a quarter section near Little 
geon Creek in what is now Spencer County, walked 
sixty miles to Vincennes to file his claim and make 
the required payment, and returned to Kentucky for 

s family. 

They arrived on Little Pigeon Creek in December. 
i816. Only the simplest living arrangements could 

made immediately, and the land had to be cleared 

for planting. Before Thomas could make better ar- 
rangements, Nancy was gone. The house was ulti- 
mately made into a comfortable log dwelling for pio- 
eer days and conditions. Thomas could not help the 
fact that she did not live to enjoy it. 

Thomas Lincoln tried hard in Spencer County, for 
e still hoped to do well for Nancy and the children, 
ut the country was sickly. He came down with 

Malaria and never got entirely over it. Somebody 
vas always dying. Coffins had to be made by hand, 
ind who should be called upon but the cabinet maker 
vho couldn’t even find time to finish his own house. 

No pay must ever be expected for any service con- 
cted with death. Besides, no one had anything to 
ay with. How could any man ever get ahead in such 
situation? No wonder he got irritated at Abraham 
r reading books and making speeches to himself 
hen there was much to be done. How could he know 
e was rearing a boy of destiny?

Wherever Thomas Lincoln lived he belonged to the 
church. The older Lincoln generations had been 
Quakers, but Thomas had yielded to the fact that he 
lived mostly in Baptist communities, He and Sarah 
helped to build and support the Pigeon Creek Baptist 
Church not far from their Indiana home, They were 
active in it, and Thomas sometimes served as Moder- 
ator of the local Association or as its representative to 
the general one. The record still survives of the “let- 
ter of dismission” he and Sarah took with them to 
Illinois. 

A recurrence of the milk sickness epidemic caused 
the Lincolns to leave Indiana in 1830, They settled 
in Macon County, Illinois; but finding it also “un- 
healthy,” they journeyed to Coles County, and Thomas 
and Sarah moved no more. 

One actual portrait of Thomas Lincoln has come 
down to us. It is the picture of an elderly gentleman 
in a black suit with white shirt and black tie. The 
heavy features are not unlike those of Abraham, though 
the face is broader and the frame more stocky. The 
face suggests what Dennis Hanks meant when he 
alled Thomas “a man that didn’t drink an’ cuss none.” 
It also indicates why he was able to say of Thomas 
Lincoln’s son that, “There was always suthin’ pecu- 
liarsome about Abe.”

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LIBERAL vs. CONSERVATIVE POLICY 


Should we not change our party nomenclature to read Liberal 
and Conservative—and then expect the candidates to stay put? 








F THE people of these United States were given an 

opportunity to vote on a clearly defined “liberal” vs. 
conservative Government policy, which would they 
choose? 


The scope of those two words, liberal and conserva- 
tive, has been so grossly exaggerated in recent vears it 
is no longer possible for many to determine which 
issues or ideas a given individual holds to be associ- 
ated with each word. 


Liberal has been expanded to cover: socialism, non- 
competitive group-level education, one man’s right to 
what another has earned, Government competition in 
business, feather-bedding by organized labor, income 
control by progressive taxation, social conformity by 
social welfare legislation, one-worldness, every man’s 
right to a share in the nation’s wealth — even though 
he may contribute nothing himself. 


In reality very few people who claim to be liberals 
publicly subscribe to those principles. Those who do 
are easily divided into three groups: the ne’er-do-well 
who is without ambition or incentive, and thinks no 
further than the handout; the gullible philanthropist, 
dominated by a stronger personality; a small substan- 
tially situated group — powerful behind the scenes in 
both major parties — who know exactly what and for 
whom they are striving. 


Through a sinister, clearly organized and dexter- 
ously executed campaign, the word “conservative” has 
fallen into ill repute in the minds of many who adhere 
to conservative principles. Pedagoguery, egocentric- 
ity, inability to accept a new idea, penny pinching, 
master and slave relation between employer and em- 
ployee, and reactionary are but a few of the uncompli- 
mentary terms with which the conservative has been 
labeled by the opposition. 


There are those who like to say that a liberal stresses 
human values, while a conservative stresses property 
values. By any reasonable standard this must be 
judged a superficial, oversimplified definition. Human 
value is so intertwined with property values it is im- 
possible to determine where the former ends and the 
latter begins; or to what extent the one may exist 
without the other. We have been shown where it ends 
in Russia and Red China, 


In any final analysis, it must be remembered that 
property values were conceived by human beings and 
no desirable civilization has forged ahead to freedom 
without a reasonable portion of this element. 


Property rights relate so closely to the more impor- 
tant human rights, cherished by freemen everywhere, 
it is by no means difficult to mistake one for the other. 
The possibility of misinterpretation is enhanced great- 
ly when a few men in key positions choose to refer 
to the American Constitution as a document primarily 
conceived for the protection of rich men’s property.

RUSSIA CONSPIRED 


Communist Russia’s widely publicized note to the 
United States, the United Kingdom and France, de- 
manding that they abandon West Berlin has been 
randed by the State Department of our country as 
in attempt to rewrite history.

Germany in 1923, and assisted in building up the Nazi 
war machine, and between 1930 and 1933 the Comin- 
tern directed the German Communist Party to col- 
laborate with the Nazis.

And if Abraham Lincoln could 
rise today, his words and ideals would be as timely 
as they were a century ago. His magnanimous wis- 
dom holds a lesson for every age, every crisis. 


> 
The thoughts and intellectual depth of Lincoln were 
prodigious. He had never read a complete novel in 
his life since it was the problems and complexity 


of human nature and the non-fiction of reality that 
concerned him. And no one since Aesop and Shake- 
speare interpreted them better than this ex-railsplitter 
who often carried a copy of Euclid in his pocket. 

It might be timely to cull a few of the significant 
passages from Lincoln’s life that may have meaning 
for us now in this hectic 20th century. 

In a letter Lincoln wrote while a Congressman in 
1848, to his young law partner, William H. Herndon, 
who complained of financial grievances, we can see 
something of Lincoln’s character. He wrote: 

“The way for a young man to rise is to improve 
himself every way he can, never suspecting that any 
to hinder him. Allow me to assure you 
that suspicion and jealousy never did help any man 
in any situation. There may sometimes be ungener- 
ous attempts to keep a young man down; and they 
will succeed, too, if he allows his mind to be diverted 


one wishes 


from its true channel to brood over the attempted 
injury. Cast about, and see if this feeling has not 


injured every person you have ever known to fall into 
a 

No one was better qualified to make an estimate of 
Lincoln’s professional traits and talents than Judge 


David Davis before whom Lincoln tried hundreds of 
cases. 
“He had few equals,’ said Davis. “He seized the 


strong points of a cause and presented them with 
clearness and great compactness. His mind was logical 
and direct and he did not indulge in extraneous dis- 
cussion. Generalities and platitudes had no charm 
for him. 

“His power of comparison was large, and he rarely 
failed: in a legal discussion to use that mode of rea- 
soning. The framework of his mental and moral being 
was honesty, and a wrong cause was poorly defended 
by him. The ability which some eminent lawyers 
possess, of explaining away the bad points of a cause 
by ingenious sophistry, was denied him. 

"“In order to bring into full activity his great powers, 
it was that he should be convinced of the 
right and justice of the matter which he advocated. 

“To his honor be it said, that he never took from a 
client. even when the cause was gained, more than he 
thought the service was worth and the client could 
reasonably atford to pay. The people where he prac 
ticed law were not rich, and his charges were always 
small.” 

How can we forget his immortal words at the First 
Inaugural: 

“Why should there not be a patient confidence in 


necessary 
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the ultimate justice of the people? Is there any bet- 
ter or equal hope in the world? In our present dif- 
ferences is either party without faith of being in the 
right? If the Almighty Ruler of Nations, with His 
eternal truth and justice, be on our side or on 
yours .. . that truth and that justice will surely pre- 
vail by the judgment of this great tribunal of 
people.” 

It is considered by many that Mr. Lincoln’s letter 
to Mr. Hodges of Kentucky in 1864 is one of the most 
remarkable documents he ever wrote. In it there is a 
dignity and at the same time a humility. It deserves 
the closest study of every student and statesman. It 
speaks of principles but it speaks also of the man it 


self. Here is an extract from it for our day: 
eg my oath to preserve the Constitution to the 
best of my ability imposed upon me the duty of pre- 


serving, by every indispensable means, that Goyern- 
ment — that Nation, of which that Constitution was 
the organic law. Was it possible to lose the Nation 
and yet preserve the Constitution? By general law, 
life and limb must be protected, yet often a limb must 
be amputated to save a life; but a life is never wisely 
given to save a limb. I felt that measures otherwise 
unconstitutional might become lawful by becoming 
indispensable to the preservation of the Constitution 
through the preservatior the Nation, Right or 
wrong, I assumed this ground, and now avow it. I 
could not feel that, to the best of my ability, I had

ever tried to preserve the Constitution, if, to save 
slavery or any minor matter, I should permit the 
wreck of Government, Country and Constitution all 


together.” 

In our current vacillation the Constitution and 
human rights, we ought to consider what Lincoln 
said. In a great speech a few months after the Dred 
Scott Decision had been handed down he appealed to 
the Declaration of Independence and inquired into the 
intentions of the framers and the meeting of some of 
the stirring clauses of that famous document. 

“TI think,’ Linkoln said at Sprringfield, Illinois, on 
June 26, 1857, “the authors of that noble instrument 
intended to include all men, but they did not intend 
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leclare all men equal in all respects. They did not 
mean to say all were equal in color, size, intellect, 
moral developments, or social capacity. They defined 
with tolerable distinctness in what respects they did 

sider all men created equal —equal with certain 

ilienable rights, among which are life, liberty, and 
happiness. This they said, and this 
They did not mean to assert the obvious 
that all were then actually enjoying that 
nor yet that they were about to confer it 
mmediately upon them. In fact, they had no power 
o confer such a boon. They meant simply to declare 
he right, so that enforcement of it might follow as 
fast as circumstances should permit. 

“They meant to set up a standard maxim for free 
society, which should be familiar to all, and revered 
by all; constantly looked to, constantly labored for, 
ind even though never perfectly attained, constantly 
approximated, and thereby constantly spreading and 
deepening its influence and augmenting the happiness 
ind value of life to all people of all colors everywhere. 
The assertion that — all men are created equal — was 
f no practical use in effecting our separation from 
Great Britain; and it was placed in the Declaration 
not for that, but for future use. Its authors meant 

to be — and, as thank God, it is now proving itself 

1 stumbling block to all those who in after times 
might seek to turn a free people back into the hateful 
paths of despotism. They knew the proneness of 
prosperity to breed tyrants, and they meant when 
such should reappear in this fair land and commence 
their vocation, they should find left for them at least 
ne hard nut to crack.” 

Lord Curzon said that Lincoln’s Second Inaugural, 
his Gettysburg Address, and William Pitt’s toast after 
the Battle of Trafalgar constitute the three supreme 
examples of eloquence in the English language. Lincoln 
thought it his best. Here is an extract that 
may apply to the scourge of war, past or future. 

Neither party expected for the war the magnitude 
the duration which it has already attained. Neither 
nticipated that the cause of the conflict might cease 
vith, or even before, the conflict itself should cease. 
Each looked for an easier triumph, and a result less 
and astounding. Both read the same 
Bible, and pray to the same God; and each invokes 
His aid against the other. It may seem strange that 
men should dare to ask a just God’s assistance in 
iging their bread from the sweat of other men’s 
but let us judge not, that we be not judged. 
that of 
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The prayers of both could not be answered 
neither has been answered fully.” 

Walt Whitman in 1864 saw Lincoln almost daily 
is he passed his lodgings and exchanged bows re- 
spectfully with the President. Whitman wrote: 

“I should say the invisible foundations and verte- 
rae of his character, more than any man’s in history, 
were mystical, abstract, moral and spiritual — while 
pon all of them was built, and out of all of them 
under the control of the average of circum- 
stances, what the vulgar call horse-sense, and a life 
often bent by temporary but most urgent materialistic 

political reasons. 

“He seems to have been a man of indomitable firm- 
obstinacy) on rare occasions, involving 
great points; but he was generally very easy, flexible, 
tolerant, respecting minor matters.” 

Lincoln, while yet an obseure western lawyer, spoke 
it Henry Ward Beecher’s Church in Brooklyn in 1860 
n front of the most cultivated men and women of the 
ty. His impression upon the sophisticated East- 
erners was electrifying and put him into the limelight 
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National Republic Poster Exhibited in Special Setting by 
Knott’s Berry Farm (Resort), Buena Park, California 


for the Presidency. 


Here are some of his words: 

. Let us be diverted by none of those sophistical 
contrivances wherewith we are so industriously plied 
and belabored — contrivances such as groping for some 
middle ground between the right one and the wrong: 
vain as the search for a man who should be neither 
a living man nor a dead man; such as the policy of 
‘don’t care’ on a question about which all true men 
do care Neither let us be slandered from our 
duty by fake accusations against us, nor frightened 
from it by menaces of destruction to the Government, 
nor of dungeons to ourselves. Let us have faith that 
right makes might, and in that faith let us to the end 
dare to do our duty as we understand it.” 

We should not ever forget the words of our most 
literate President. As he himself said in 1859 before 
the Wisconsin State Agricultural Society: 

“It is said an Eastern monarch once charged his 
wise men to invent him a sentence to be ever in view, 
and which should be true and appropriate in all times 
and situations. They presented him the words, ‘And 
this too shall pass away.’ How much it expresses! 
How chastening in the hour of pride! How consoling 
in the depths of affliction! ‘And this, too, shall pass 
away.’ And yet, let us hope, it is not quite true. Let 
us hope, rather, that by the best cultivation of the 
physical world beneath and around us, and the -intel- 
lectual and moral world within us, we shall secure an 
individual, social and political prosperity and hap- 
piness, whose cause shall be onward and upward, and 
which, while the earth endures, shall not pass away.” 
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“Who shall rear again the well-proportioned columns 
of constitutional liberty? Who shall frame together 
the skillful architecture which unites national sov- 
ereignty with State rights, individual security and 
public prosperity? No, if these columns fall, they will 
not be raised to a mournful, and a melancholy immor- 
tality. Bitterer tears, however, will flow over them 
than were ever shed over the monuments of Roman or 
Grecian art; for they will be the monuments of a 
more glorious edifice than Greece or Rome ever saw, 
the edifice of constitutional American liberty.”

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FIRST AMERICAN MILITARY BALLOON 


War strategists today know that Air Wings are the eyes of the 
Ground Forces — but it was Balloons that pioneered the way! 








,INCE the dawn of history, armies have sent spies 
to high elevations to learn the locations and move- 
ments of their enemies. Any Latin student who 
struggled through Caesar’s Commentaries knows the 
oft-repeated “And Titus Labienus was stationed on a 
hill.” There was no improvement of this method of 
military reconnaissance until Francisco de Lana, in 
1670, suggested the usage of balloons. Because the 
idea was thought fantastic, it did not take root until 
1794. In that year the French army organized two 
companies of aeronauts, perhaps the first in military 
history, who made balloon observations of the enemy 
at such places as Fleurs, Mannheim, and Soferino. 
But in the United States armed forces did not use 
balloons for reconnaissance purposes until June, 1861. 
On April 20, 1861, a few days after the declaration 
of war between the States, Professor Thaddeus Sobri- 
eski Constantine Lowe, an aeronaut, made a success- 
ful 900 mile flight in nine hours, from Cincinnati, Ohio 
to Unionville, South Carolina. 


When he landed in Unionville, the planters and 
negros, who surrounded him, believed his flight was a 
Yankee spy trick. They wanted to lynch him. 

Luckily, he discouraged such violence. So, instead, 
they took him to Columbia, South Carolina, as the 
first prisoner of war of the Rebellion. Here, because 
some of his local friends came to his defense, he was 
released and permitted to proceed with his balloon to 
his home town of Philadelphia, Pa. 

When Professor Lowe returned home, he was treated 
as a celebrity even though most people’s minds were 
more concerned about the Nation’s war between the 
States. 

No doubt, as Professor Lowe talked about his flight 
experiences, there was born in his brain, and in the 
minds of others, the idea that balloons for observa- 
tion purposes could be used advantageously by the 
armed forces of the Federal Government. 

With this idea in mind, Professor Lowe, June 5, 
1861, set out by train from Philadelphia to Washing- 
ton to offer his services to those in authority. 

But, before talking to military and naval officers, 
Professor Lowe first called on Professor Joseph Henry, 
Secretary of Smithsonian Institution, 

Professor Henry recognized immediately the militar) 
value of Lowe’s idea. For this reason, Professor Hen- 
ry strongly recommended to officers of the Topograph- 
ical Engineers Corps, to Secretary of War Simon 
Cameron, and to President Abraham Lincoln, that 
they should test Professor Lowe’s idea to determine 
its adaptability for war uses. 

Naturally, for over two weeks there was a lot of 
bickering and red tape difficulties as usually attend 
the trial of a new idea, 

During this period, Professor Lowe made a num- 
ber of preliminary experimental ascensions from the 
grounds of Smithsonian Institution and from Lafay- 
ette Park, opposite the White House. In one of the 
flights from Lafayette Park the world’s first electric 
teleaqr aph message from a balloon was sent by Profes- 
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sor Lowe directly by wire to President Lincoln in the 
White House. It read: 
“BALLOON ENTERPRISE 
Washington, June 17, 1861. 


“To the President of the United States. 


“SIR: This point of observation commands an area 
of 50 miles in diameter. The City, with its girdle 
of encampments, present a superb scene. I take 
great pleasure in sending you the first dispatch 
ever telegraphed from an aerial station and in 
acknowledging my indebtedness to your encourage- 
ment for the opportunity of demonstrating the 
availability of the science of aeronautics in mili- 
tary service of the Country. 

Yours Respectfully, 
T. 8S. C. Lowe” 


The war, and the strong influence of Professor Hen- 
ry, speeded up action for the aeronaut, for on the eve- 
ning of June 21, 1861, a telegram was sent to Profes- 
sor Lowe by Captain Amiel W. Whipple, of the Topo- 
graphical Engineers, which directed the aeronaut to 
inflate his balloon and bring it to Arlington Heights, 
Virginia, together with his telegraphic apparatus, 

Because of the difficulty of obtaining gas from the 
Washington Gas Company the balloon was not in- 
flated until the following afternoon, June 22nd, and 
it was then taken across Long Bridge to Arlington 
Heights. 

There, by order of Captain Whipple, it remained un- 
til 4 o’clock the next morning when Professor Lowe 
was directed to take it to Falls Church, Virginia. 

This order presented a transportation problem be- 

sause of the thick woods and narrow roads. For this 
reason the inflated balloon had to be towed along the 
route of the Alexandrria and Loudoun Railroad. 

At Falls Church the balloon was tested for two 
days with Captain Whipple and other officers as pas- 
sengers. In making one of these test ascensions, Gen- 
eral Daniel Tyler ordered one of his oflicers to accom-

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pany Professor Lowe for the purpose of making a map 
showing the positens of the rebels — the first aeria! 
draun war map. 

Five days later, June 26th, 1861, Professor Lowe 
was notified by Captain Whipple that the Topograph 
ical Engineers Corps had decided to accept his idea 


of using balloons for military purposes at the rate o! 


“thir 


rty ($30) dollars a day for each day your balloon 
is used for reconnaissance.” 
The outeome of this decision was the organizing 
of the first aeronautical staff by Major General George 
B. McClellan. This staff consisted of a Chief Aero 
naut (Professor Lowe), one assistant aeronaut with 

e rank of captain, and a crew of 50 non-commissioned 
officers and privates. 

The equipment of this new organization, the first o/ 

kind in American Military history, at first con 
sisted of two balloons transported on two horse-drawn 
carts when deflated, a horse-drawn cart with tools. 
one acid tank cart to charge two gas generators. Even 
tually, the equipment was increased to seven balloons 
with the necessary complement of acid and gas gen- 
erator tank wagons. 

The gas was generated by placing iron fillings into 
the generator tanks and then converting the iron 
into a gas by dissolving the iron with sulphuric acid. 
The end product, hydrogen sulphate gas, would rise 
to the top of the generator tanks and then through 
metal pipes and rubber hoses to the balloons. 

An insulated electric telegraph

wire usually ran 
headquarters field tent to the tops of trees 
ver roads and thence to the balloon base to a spool 
ff wire which connected with the telegraphic instru- 
ment in the balloon’s basket car. 
Immediately after the balloon idea was adopted as 
military weapon many ascensions were made for ob- 
servation purposes at such places as Fort Corcoran, 
Manassus, Yorktown, Richmond and Fortress Monroe 
Virginia; at Budd’s Ferry, and Poolesville in Mary 
1; at Port Royal in South Carolina, and at Cairo, 
nos 
One month after the Army had adopted the balloon, 
y 24, 1861, Professor Lowe wrote to Major Hart 
man Bache of the Topographical Engineers and sug 


gested that “the same apparatus can also be used 
on the rivers. And ere long will probably be wanted 


at Fortress Monroe, Norfolk, and Richmond, and many 
other places.” 

When Professor Lowe’s suggestion was referred to 
Major General McClellan, the “Little Mac” decided to 
place at the disposal of Major General Joseph Hooker 
i balloon for observation purposes on the Mattawoman 
Creek 

But, Major General McClellan’s order posed a prob 
lem. Where could an aircraft carrier be found? Nat- 
irally, the War Department appealed to the Navy 
Department for help. 

[t was soon learned that in the Washington Navy 
Yard there was the 122-foot Navy lighter Fanny (for- 
merly the George Washington Parkes Custis), which 
seemed suitable for the purpose. 

Without hesitation the War Department bought 
from the Navy Department the lighter Fanny for $150. 
Then Professor Lowe immediately loaded aboard the 
lighter a balloon, gas generator sets and telegraphic 
instruments. 

From the Washington Navy Yard, the world’s first 
aircraft carrier, the lighter Fanny, was towed to the 
mouth of the Mattawoman Creek by the armed steam- 
er Coeur De Lion. 

On November 12, 1861, Professor Lowe reported to 
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Assistant Adjutant General Lt. Col. Albert V. Col- 
burn, USA, that on November 11, 1861, “the first 
balloon expedition by water ever attempted” was suc- 
cessfully accomplished. 

During the observations made at Mattawoman 
Creek, Professor Lowe was accompanied by General 
Daniel Siekles and others. In these observations Pro- 
fessor Lowe says: “We had a fine view of the enemy’s 
camp fires during the evening and saw the rebels con- 
structing new batteries at Freestone Point.” 

The most exciting Federal balloon experience took 
place on April 11, 1862, when General Fitz John Por- 
ter, armed with a spy glass during the seige of York- 
town, boarded a basket car and ordered the ground 
crew to unwind the rope cable. In less than a minute 
after the men started to unwind the cable, the acid- 
rotted rope broke. At once the balloon shot high into 
the air and drifted toward the enemy lines. The rebels 
fired cannon and rifle shots at the balloon, but it was 
beyond their range. 

As may be expected, General Porter was net happy 
in the runaway balloon. He tried to climb up the 
balloon’s netting to open the gas valve and deflate it, 
but he was not successful. Then by a whim of nature, 
the direction of the wind changed and he drifted back 
over the Federal lines. And then by some freak action, 
the balloon deflated and General Porter dropped safe- 
ly to earth where he was soon surrounded by hundreds 
of cheering Union soldiers. 

After the Federal troops put balloons to good usage, 
the rebels were anxious to imitate them, but unfor- 
tunately they were without materials to make even 
one balloon. Finally someone suggested that the ladies 
of the Confederacy should donate their silk dresses 
to make at least one balloon. From these dresses 
Langdon Cheves, Jr.. of Savannah, Georgia, in 1862, 
made the first Confederate War Balloon. It was a

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(IFTY years ago only those 
disposed toward academic 
school, but that time is past and it is pointless to 
lament its passing. All in all, extension of education 
is unquestionably a good thing. 
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The flood of young people into our high schools, how- 
ever, has created serious problems. One of them has 
to do with this business of standards. 

The truth of the matter is that a great many stu- 
dents presently enrolled in high school have little 
talent and less taste for academic work. Many of 
them arrive in high school unable to read or write, 
well that is, they read and write so primitively that 
often they are unable to comprehend ordinary news- 
paper articles or communicate their thoughts in writ- 
ing. Many of them are unable to manage simple arith- 
metic operations; and fractions, decimals, and all such 
subtleties are as mysterious to them as the intricate 
equations of atomic physics. I do not exaggerate. Ob- 
jective, standardized tests corroborate what has long 
been patent to teachers: 

As many as a third of our students arrive in high 
school unable to read as well as did the average sixth 
grader some years ago. These students are naturally 
helpless when confronted with problems.in arithmetic 
which are often mastered by many twelve-year-olds. 
Quite a few of our students have never even managed 
to learn the multiplication tables. 

It is not, however, always a case of poor training 
in the grades. Other students, exposed to precisely the 
same early schooling, come to high school superlatively 
well prepared to do academic work at the high-school 
level. 

The fact of the mater is that many people have little 
ability to manage symbols, whether these symbols 
pertain to mathematics, science, or natural language. 
By the time such people arrive in high school, their 
little tin cups are full; they have learned all they are 
likely to assimilate regarding symbols and their man- 
ipulation, or at least the law of diminishing returns 
has set in so strongly that academic work becomes 
unprofitable and heartbreaking for both these students 
and their teachers. (It is a singularly disheartening 
experience to spend one’s day pouring concepts into a 
full cup.) Only in a few cases are remedial classes 
the answer. 

For the most part, we would do well to accept the 
fact that many people are, by the nature of their in- 
heritance, destined to be five feet tall. No amount of 
special nutrition will induce them to grow to be six 
feet tall, And in many instances no amount of special 
training will induce intellectually mediocre adoles- 
cents to grow to the mental stature of high-school 
students. 

The public high school, however, may not barricade 
its doors against this large portion of adolescents who 
cannot profit from further academic work. Our econ- 
omy is increasingly less able to provide unskilled 
youths with full-time employment and therefore in- 





MAKE DIPLOMAS MEAN SOMETHING 


Plan of forcing inept pupils to follow courses for which they 
are unfitted discredits entire educational secondary program 
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sists that the high school become a sanctuary for all 
adolescents regardless of their capabilities. If they 
are fifteen, the high school must enroll them. 

The school is faced with a disconcerting choice: It 
must either jam these non-academic students into the 
conventional curricula and suffer them to sit frustrated 
and bored. a millstone around the necks of their aca- 
demically-inclined classmates and a burden to their 
teacher; or it must institute non-academic courses. 

The latter solution is infinitely preferable both from 
the standpoint of the students and their teachers. And 
the schools have long since made considerable effort 
to accommodate the non-academic student by intro- 
ducing courses in cooking, sewing, family living, non- 
rigorous science, low-pressure speech, and so on. This 
is all to the good. But the present situation is cs- 
sentially dishonest and confused. 

Educators, intimidated by the public’s crude notions 
as to what constitutes democracy, have been reluctant 
to say frankly that the school cannot teach all stu- 
dents to read and write adequately, to do mathematics 
and understand the rudiments of science, or to think 
about the history of our culture and the process of 
Government. In short, educators have been shy of tell- 
ing the public that many people cannot learn the skills 
and facts which have traditionally been associated 
with a high-school diploma. 

This unreadiness on the part of the publie to accept 
what has long been obvious to teachers is doing mon- 
strous harm to public education. Our schools are 
indicted for failing to teach the fundamentals of 
reading and writing, of mathematics and history and 
science. And every year increasing thousands of semi- 
literate high-school graduates infest business offices 
and colleges and further confirm critics of.public edu- 
eation in their belief that high schools are woefully 
ineffective. These critics sav high-school graduates 
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are outrageously ignorant and unskilled. We who 
teach in the high school know it. On graduation day 
I blush to see some of my recent charges walk across 
our stage and carry off high-school diplomas. I shud- 
der to think what harm these graduates will do to the 
reputation of public education, 

Yet we may not turn away the lame, the halt, the 
blind, the congenitally stupid. We cannot on the one 
hand urge them to stay in high school as the public 
demands and on the other hand fail them semester 
after semester in courses we insist they take. Even 
the dullest students come at last to perceive that the 
education deck is stacked against him. He withdraws 
from the game, a life-long enemy of education, saddled 
with a pattern of chronic failure which may paralyse 
him for life. 

What, then, are we in the schools to do? If we 
graduate the academically incompetent, we are cruci- 
fied for neglecting to teach fundamentals. If we fail 
these students again and again, we may do them ir- 
reparable harm. 

Would it not be better to overhaul our unrealistic 
notions regarding what constitutes true democracy 
and frankly admit equality does not mean sameness? 
What is good for Sam may well poison Jack. There 
is nothing in our Constitution or tradition which af- 
tirms that every American has an inalienable right to 
a high-school diploma. 

Now I am not proposing that anyone be turned 
away from our public schools. Nor am I proposing 
that educators arbitrarily separate the lambs from 
the goats on the basis of some test. 

[ am suggesting that all candidates for a high- 
school diploma be required to demonstrate genuine 
competence in English, mathematics, history, and sci- 
Those students who cannot or choose not to 
develop such competence should, after they have com- 
pleted an appropriate number of non-academic courses, 


ence, 
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be granted a certificate of high-school attendance. 
This certificate, while it would not attest to any aca- 
demic achievement, would indicate a certain amount 
of perseverance and social experience as well as some 
little introduction to a vocation. 

The advantages of facing up to reality are manifold: 

1) Non-academic students would no longer be re- 
quired to sit through classes from which they are 
unlikely to profit. 

2) Academic students would no longer be obliged 
to listen to hours of recapitulation and laborious ex- 
planation of concepts they have !ong since mastered. 

3) Teachers of academic subjects would no longer 
have any misgivings about failing those students who 
do not demonstrate real competence inasmuch as all 
students in academic courses would be there by choice. 

4) Non-academically inclined students who at pres- 
ent drop out of high school in large numbers after a 
year or two of unsatisfying experiences would have 
a feasible goal toward which to work; namely a formal 
recognition of their efforts. The acquisition of a cer- 
tificate of attendance would be a far more satisfying 
termination of school than the loose-ended breaking 
off now so common. 

5) Schools would be infinitely less vulnerable to the 
criticism that they fail to ground their graduates in 
fundamentals. 

Let us, then, scrap the notion that it is somehow un- 
democratic to deny a high-school diploma to anyone 
who makes an effort to earn one. With that sort of 
fallacious reasoning, we might well conclude it is un- 
democratic to deny anyone the right to practice med- 
icine. It is folly to go on jeopardizing our schools in 
a futile attempt at proving all people are six feet 
tall. Let us face up to the reality of difference and 
keep our public high schools from becoming universal 
jokes. Let us restore the high-school diploma to its 
former dignity.

Arkansas Racial Upheavals 
Laid To Reds 


The State Legislative Committee on Education in 
Arkansas has just released a thirty-two page report 
following hearings held late in December concerning 
the subversive forces involved in the unrest in Little 
Rock last summer. 

The report pins the blame for the action, which Gov- 
ernor Faubus had blamed on outsiders, and which he 
claimed prevented him from opening the schools on 
an integrated basis, finally ringing the Federal troops 
into Little Rock to maintain order, on to Communists. 

The first round in the hearing was shot by former 
Lt. Governor J, L, Shaver, who testified at length re- 
garding Communist activities in the State. He pointed 
back to 1935 when another Legislative Commttee of 
the State, held hearings on, and finally forced the 
closing of Commonwealth College, at Mena, Arkansas. 
This was found to be a mixed-race boarding school 
where Communism was in full swing, including the 
faculty members, students, and teachings. The school 
was fully integrated racially, and the sexes appeared 
to have also been “integrated,” to nudism in the bath- 
ing pool, the latter bringing the indignation of the sur- 
rounding neighborhood. Led by a minister, the Legis- 
lature built up sufficient evidence to effect an order 
for the school closing. 

It was this school that the NaTionaL REPUBLIC, some 
months ago, showed was attended by the now Governor 
Faubus. He was so popular that he become student 


class President and served as a delegate of it, along 
with a faculty member, in attending the first inter- 


racial meeting at Highlander Folk School, Monteagle, 
Tenn., of which Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt has been a 
contributor and booster. The meeting was organized 
by Communists and leftwing Socialists, Out of this 
meeting came the detailed plan of agitation and action 
for “self-determination,” integration of schools, anti- 
discrimination in jobs, etc. Faubus’ name did not ap- 
pear in the 1935 Re ‘port read by Mr. Shaver, for Fau- 
bus was not the big issue at the time. The hearing 
was aimed exposing the faculty and the activities 
at the school. 

Unquestionably the Communists have been active in 
the recent Arkansas racial conflict, for they never over- 
look such a ripe opportunity. The original Red plan to 
instigate such strife between Whites and Blacks, was 
hatched in Moscow at the Sixth International Congress 
of the Communist International,

Church Council Charges Moscow 
Directs Church Line 


Reports reaching this country regarding churches 
behind the Iron Curtain are leaving the impression 
that there is growing liberty for the churches, but it 
is is found that these reports are in part Red propa- 
ganda in the cold war to mislead American Christians. 

Rev. C. Melvin Blake’s recent announcement to the 
Methodist Church Board of Missions that “the church 
is becoming more active in five Communist countries” 
and has opened theological seminaries in Poland and 
East Germany, has left many with the wrong impres- 
sion as to the true status of the church in Communist 
countries, says Rev. Carl McIntire of the Interna- 
tional Council of Churches. 

The Protestant churches have been taken over by 
the Reds. Their sermons and resolutions praise the 
Socialist order and promote the Communist “peace” 
program. In 1943 a major general in the secret police, 
Georgi G. Karpov, was placed in charge of religious 
activities by Stalin. Today, he regulates the use of 
all the churches throughout Iron Curtain countries. 
Karpov also directs the program of the Red govern- 
ment’s infiltration of the churches throughout the 
world. 

After World War II, he (Karpov) permitted the 
Russian Orthodox Church to open a few seminaries.

Mass Demonstration in Havana Echoes Approval of Castro 
Bloodfest 
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COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD 


By PAUL R. BISH 


Russia’s brazened dictator has called a Soviet Con- 
gress of Communist Parties into session. He an- 
nounces that he will “thaw out the cold war,” and in- 
stead launch forth in an economic drive in behalf of 
Russia’s future, and of the remainder of the Commu- 
nist nations. In other words, he will follow through 
on an old Communist line of trying to sink other 
countries economically, all the time holding his ma- 
chines of conspiracy ready in each country to ad- 
minister the knock-out punches once the economic 
war is effective. 

Consequently an array of Communist Party big- 
wigs paraded to Moscow the latter part of January. 
From Red China, from each of the Iron Curtain coun- 
tries, and from 80 non-Communist countries, includ- 
ing at least three or four from the United States. The 
American Communist Party cabled greetings to the 
Kremlin, stating, “it will be a momentous” event, and 
of “great interest to all free loving peoples,” indicat- 
ing they’ must have had advanced word of the pro- 
gram. 

“Peaceful co-existence” is now to be coupled with 
“Economic warfare.” A little sample of the brand 
of “peaceful co-existence” cropped out as the an- 
nouncement of the “thawing of the cold war’ was 
being made from the Kremlin. Here it is: The power- 
ful Communist-backed revolutionary government of 
Iraq urged all Arabs to “kill their royalty”’ and “drag 
their corpses through the streets.”” The Iraqis had 
slain Abdul IlIah (Crown Prince) and dragged his 
corpse through the streets. And in Cuba, Fidel Cas- 
tro, the new revolutionary dictator, who previously 
consorted with Communists in Venezuela and Mexico, 
and who has been staging the old Bolshevik style 
trials of Leninism in liquidating Batistaists, called on 
“all freedom-loving Latin Americans” to gang to- 
gether and overthrow their governments in the Do- 
minican Republic, Nicaragua and Paraguay. Castro 
recently took time out from his breast-beating to at- 
tend the first anniversary of the revolution in Vene- 
zuela. He had taken part in pre-revolution riots there. 

Cuba’s outlawec Communist Party has now been 
permitted by Castro to return to the open. It held 
its first rally in years in Havana, January tenth, It 
was told by a Castro leader that it could now or- 
ganize as a legal party. Batista had outlawed the 
party. Everywhere throughout Latin America, the 
Communist Party has taken on new life, in Mexico, in 
Chile, Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina, Guatemala, San 
Salvador, Panama, Bolivia, Peru and elsewhere, an 
estimated half million hard core party members, and 
a voting strength of a million or more, many in the 
government, armed services, and in key labor unions. 
Moscow is extending trade relations with the coun- 
tries and offering wide credits which will possibly end 
with the Latins holding the sack, but it is effective 
propaganda against “American imperialism’ at the 
moment the Red’s major slogan. 

The Colombian Communist Party, like that of Cuba, 
held its first open convention in eight years. It called 
on all Colombians to engage in an economic struggle 
with “Yankee Imperialists’” (industrialists and ex- 
porters’’), paving the way for the new “trade and eco- 
nomic war “launched by Russia at its recent Congress 
of Soviet Parties. So the Kremlin is attempting to 
bring its new approach to our very doorsteps. 

Khrushchey is true to his word. He said, ‘“‘We 
value trade least for economic reasons, and most for 
political reasons,’’ and ‘“‘We are not fighting America 
now, but once we shall have deprived her of her mar- 
kets, crisis will follow.”” So he is “thawing the cold 


war” and launching the next war 
he had scheduled. And no longer 
is God a threat, for the Russians 
have now determined that “‘Rock- 
ets cast further doubt on existence 
of God,” that “earth satellites 
have neither encountered angels 
nor discovered a supreme being’”’ 
in the heavens above. 

In Europe the Soviet Radio 
(foreign broadcasts) are agitating 
the peoples of Cyprus against 
British rule. This has been a bedlam of strife for 
several years as a result of outside agitation. 

Syrian Communists are now attempting to upset 
Russia’s pal, Nasser, in his efforts towards the cre- 
ation of an all-Arab Republic. Nasser is hog-bound 
to Russia, yet Russia’s agents who with Nasser aided 
in overthrowing previous Syrian and Iraq dynasties, 
are now turning on their maker, Nasser. Sudanese 
police have arrested five top Communist Party leaders 
for threats to that country’s security. Iran is being 
pressured by Russia to break its treaty with the United 
States, claiming Iran with breaking a treaty with 
Russia in making a military pact with the U.S.A. 

The Soviet’s inner bloc has gained a foothold in 
the New Republic (former French) of Guiana. 

Finland with a long-time split in its Parliamentary 
ranks has now been pressured into the Russian orbit, 
it has been forced to set up an agrarian “Parliament” 
and to make favorable pacts with the Kremlin. 

The Indian State of Kerala, now under Communist 
rule, has communized all the schools so as to brain- 
wash the youth, and to crush family influences. 

Japan is the victim of a new putsch by the Russians 
and the Japanese Communists and Socialists, the gov- 
ernment is warned to break its military defense pact 
with the U.S.A., and threats of trade reprisals are 
being made, unless it makes friendly agreements with 
ted China and Russia. 

Cambodia has broken relations with Thailand un- 
der Red pressure. Malayans are threatened with a 
Chinese-backed Malayan Communist military coup. 

Meantime Red China is trying to starve Tibetans 
to peaceful co-existence. Some 65,000 Red Chinese sol- 
diers have been slain by Tibetan anti-Communist 
tribes in the last four months. Burma has arrested 
eleven Communist Revolutionary leaders threatening 
its security. Laos has been invaded nine miles by 
North Vietnam Communist armed forces in an effort 
to free imprisoned Laos Communist revolutionaries. 

France is outlawing the Communist Party, and it 
is going underground, hiding its secret files and funds. 
Its leader is at present conferring with international 
Communist leaders in Moscow. In Italy, the Social- 
ists have at least temporarily severed fronting rela- 
tions with the Communist Party. 

An East Berlin top espionage head has escaped to 
the West and has turned over a list of some ‘60,000 
Soviet spies and espionage agents’’ who are operating 
throughout the world. A new threat is in the making 
concerning the status of the city of Berlin. Reds have 
ordered Western powers out. 

Meantime Red China is in the throes of wide re- 
volts, famine and general unrest. The Communist 
Party of Red China numbers 12 million, but they can- 
not hold the remaining pauperized 600 million in 
check. Tens of thousands are escaping monthly. 
Some 200,000 individuals have escaped from East 
Germany to freedom in the West each year for four 
years, and in Korea over 2 million have escaped Reds.

Federal Board Cites 
Red Organizations 


A decision is expected shortly from the United 
States Subversives Activities Control Board on the 
citing of the Communist Party of the United States as 
a Communist-action organization required to register 


with the U. S. Attorney General. The Board orig- 


inally cited the Red party as such a group, but on 


January 5, 1958, the Court of Appeals remanded the 


Rumanian U. N. Delegate Voices Objection to Having His 
Country Termed a Russan Satellte 
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case to the Board for production of reports made to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation by two of the 
Attorney General's witnesses. 


The Subversives Activities Board has just released 
its annual report which reveals the various moves the 
Communist Party has made over a period of years to 
duck the original registration order. 

The report shows that two groups — the Civil Rights 
Congress and the American Peace Crusade, were or- 
dered to register during the year. In two instances, 
citations against two organizations—the National 
Negro Labor Council and the Save Our Sons Commit- 
tee — were dismissed when it was shown they had com- 
pletely disbanded. After testimony of two witnesses 
had been tricken from the record, the case against the 
Committee to End Sedition Laws was also dropped. 

At the close of the year the cases against the Amer- 
ican Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, the 
California Emergency Defense Committee, the Colorado 
Committee to Protect Civil Liberties, the Connecticut 
Volunteers for Civil Rights and the Washington Pen- 
sion Union had been completed and they are new ready 
for the full Board decisions. 

Hanging with the Communist Party decision are de- 
cisions in the cases of the International Union of Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers and the United Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers of America, 

At the end of the 1958 fiscal year, eight organiza- 
tions had appealed the Board decisions to Federal 
court, Those groups cited by the Board as Communist- 
fronts are the American Peace Crusade, California La- 
bor School, Civil Rights Congress, Labor Youth League, 
Jefferson School of Social Science, National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship, United May Day 
Committee and the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade. 

The Federal Board’s report points out that, “due 
to the provisions of the statute and of the allegations 
in the Attorney General’s petitions, the Board’s or- 
ders in these Communist-front cases necessarily de- 
pend upon the determination that the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. is a Communist-action organization and, 
therefore, the ultimate disposition of the party case 
could be determinative in these cases.” 


Patterns of Communist Espionage 


The use of “ladies in waiting,” tourists, relatives 


of natives of Iron Curtain countries and embassy and 
U. N. delegation staffs as well as cultural exchange fa- 
cilities for espionage activities are described in the 
latest report of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, entitled “Patterns of Communist Espion- 
age, 

Red espionage is more efficient and extensive today 
than ever before and plays “a vital role in the ad- 
vances of Russian technology,” the report states. More 
than a dozen examples of Russian espionage operations 
in the United States not previously made public are 
described in the Government document. 

In a foreword, Chairman Francis Walter (ID. Pa.) 
says the disclosures of “deceit, intrigue, blackmail and 
espionage” should awaken “those of our citizenry who 
flutter and rejoice in response to the blandishments 
and smiles of suave Communist diplomats.” 

The report points out that Communist embassies. 
consulates, United Nations delegations, trade and 
other missions have been and are presently being used 
as legal covers by the Kremlin’s spy rings. 

It declares that “espionage has played a vital role 
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in keeping the USSR abreast of the United States in 
the scientific and technological field and in giving it 
the opportunity to outstrip us in some areas once it 
has acquired our basic secrets.” 

Atheistic Russia has even taken tips from Bible 
stories and is following the pattern of Delilah, who, 
acting as an agent of the Philistines, deprived Samson 
of his strength by cutting his hair. In a chapter called 
“Ladies in Waiting,” the report says “Moscow is using 
them (very attractive women) today, just as it has 
used them on a large scale in the past to try to black- 
mail representatives of non-Communist countries into 
espionage.” 

Some of the tricks of “bedroom espionage” are dis- 
closed in the report. It reveals that this type of Com- 
munist trickery has never resulted in blackmailing any 
American representative into espionage, although “they 
did achieve partial success in the case of one U. 8. 
official who compromised himself in such a circum- 
stance. Soviet intelligence agents then attempted to 
force him into cooperating with them under threat 
that they would inform his superiors of what he had 
done.” 

It has since developed that a high-ranking East Ger- 
man Communist, Lt. Col. Siegfried Dombrowski, de- 
fecting to the West, has handed over a list of some 
60,000 Communist spies operating throughout the non- 
Communist countries. A heavy percentage of these 
are operating in West Germany, out of East Germany, 
the Colonel states, 

It has also since developed that the Pentagon has 
been forced to permit an estimated 2000 known Com- 
munists to work in classified plants which turn out 
parts and assemble components of the missiles, in the 
big race with Russia, this because of existing laws and 
court decisions, Congress is told. 


Will The Supreme Court 
Save This Red? 


The United States Court of Appeals has upheld the 
conviction of John Francis Noto, former New York 
State Communist Party leader, on charges of violating 
the membership clause of the Smith Act. 

Noto was convicted in 1956, in Buffalo, N. Y., for 
knowingly belonging to an organization that taught 
and advocated forcible overthrow of the Government 
of the United States. He was sentenced at that time 
by Federal Judge Harold I’. Burke to five years in 
prison and has been free on bond pending action on 
his appeal. 

Speaking for the Court of Appeals, Judge Sylveste! 
J. Ryan said, “As we have said, we need not here 
speculate and attempt to resolve subtle distinction in 
the case of one who may innocently have joined the 
party for some utopian idea, because this defendant 
was shown to be a leader steeped in party discipline 
and dedicated to its objectives. Clearly this is not 
a prosecution of membership per se but of membership 
with knowledge and criminal intent.” 

Citing Noto’s acts, the jurist said the defendant had 
assisted a “concentration program of getting undercoy 
er Communists into key shops and departments within 
the automobile industry.” He added the “jury could 
well have concluded from these activities that the 
defendant was intent upon the ultimate Marxist-Lenin 
purpose of forceful overthrow by aiding in the proxi- 
mate task of industrial concentration.” 

The court pointed to evidence that Noto was willing 
to leave this country and even “lay down his life” it 
necessary, to advance the Red movement, 
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U.S.A. Stuck With Alien 
Chinese Reds 


Scores of Chinese aliens that the United States 
wants to get rid of, seem to have assurance of fur- 
ther residence in this country as the result of a re 
cent decision of the United States Court of Appeals. 


In effect the court has ruled that these alien Chi- 
nese, some known to be Communists, can be deported 
to China only if the Red Chinese government will ac 
cept them. The United States has no diplomatic re- 
lations with the Red China government and it is 
therefore impossible to approach China to obtain this 
consent. On the other hand, Red China would no 
doubt follow the rule of other Communist countries, 
refusing to accept their nationals, thereby forcing 
them on the U.S.A. 

In the past these undesirables have been taken to 
the Hongkong border by U. 8. agents, and if accepted 
by border guards they are left there. However, if the 
border guards deny admission to the deportees they 
must be brought back to the United States — all at 
the expense of the taxpayer. 


A recent court decision was in the case of Alfred 
Dodge Lu, 32-year-old Long Island resident, who con- 
tested the plan used by the Immigration authorities 
in these deportations, Lu is the son of a former Chi- 
nese Nationalist diplomat. He has been fighting de- 
portation from the United States for the last six years. 

The court ruled that deportation laws require ad- 
vance determination that the country to which an alien 
is deported will accept him. 


The Government is baffled at the moment in cases 
involving a 100-million-dollar dope running ring, op- 
erating between Red China and the United States. 
One wealthy merchant has been held in Los Angeles as 
the ring master here and the net is gradually closing 
on his understudies — all Chinese. 


Warns of Union Combine 
Security Danger 


A proposed alliance of the Country’s major ‘trans- 
port unions whose directives include Communists and 
reactors, could wreck the economy of the United 
States, Senator James O. Eastland (D.-Miss.), Chair- 
man of the Internal Security Committee, declares, 


Involved are the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, a nation-wide organization headed by James R. 
Hoffa; the International Longshoremen’s Association, 
an East Coast organization headed by William V. 
Bradley; the National Maritime Union, an East Coast 
organization headed by Joseph Curran, and the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s Union 
headed by Harry Bridges. 


Senator Eastland has released a report of the In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee, of which he is chair- 
man, entitled, “The Alliance of Certain Racketeer and 
Communist Dominated Unions in the Field of Trans- 
portation as a Threat to National Security.” 

Senator Eastland points out therein that an alliance 
such as is proposed would become a virtual monopoly 
of transportation facilities. 

“Unscrupulous persons,” he said, “could, by merging 
the organizational skill of Communist leadership and 
the brutality characteristic of both Communism and 
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gangsterism, paralyze all commercial activity in the 
United States. Nor would commerce alone be affected,” 
Senator Eastland says, adding that “the military se- 
curity of this country is involved.” 


The report relates on this point that, in 1919, Se- 
attle longshoremen, backed up by the Pacific District 
of ILU (now the ILWU) refused to handle arms for 
the Allied Expeditionary Forces fighting in Siberia. 

In 1935, Sam Darcy, a key Communist Party official 
and West Coast labor leader, reported to the Commu- 
nist International in Moscow on the Communist moves 
in organizing an 81-day general strike spearheaded 
by longshoremen on the San Francisco waterfront in 
1935. “It was obvious that the military forces were 
helpless against such a strike movement,” he said, 
boasting that “there would have been no maritime or 
general strike except for the work of our party.” 


The Hawaiian Islands, headquarters for all Far 
Pacific commands and a depot for supplies in the 
broad Pacific area, were almost completely isolated 
for 6 months in 1949 by a strike of the Bridges ILWU 
longshoremen. Lacking transportation to markets, 
the sugar and pineapple crops, a major source of island 
income, were heavily damaged. 


During the months preceding active participation of 
the United States in World War II, the same ILWU 
leadership blew hot and cold, depending on the posi- 
tion of Russia at the time. 


Bridges has been quoted, in an interview published 
in various publications, as saying that “if the team- 
sters and the two dock unions got together, they’d 
represent more economic power than the combined 
AFL-CIO.” He added: “They are so concentrated, an 
economic squeeze and pressure can be exerted that 
puts any employer in a very tough spot — and further- 
more puts the United States Government on a tough 
spot.” 


Senator Eastland observed: “If the longshoremen 
can immobilize shipping at all United States ports, 
little imagination is required to picture what simul- 
taneous strikes of longshoremen and teamsters could 
do to inland industry and business and to the welfare 
of the nation. 

“With the United States already involved in an arms 
race and stiff economic competition with the Commu- 
nist part of the world, it would seem wise to take a 
hard look at the ideas of Mr. Bridges and Mr. Hoffa.” 

The Senate Subcommittee recommends that security 
aspects of the proposed alliance be studied by the De- 
fense Department and its legal status by the Justjce 
Department. Copies of the Subcommittee’s report were 
sent to both departments. 


“Big Union" Drive To 
Invade Colleges 


The Reuther Brothers, Walter and Victor, are re- 
portedly working out a plan to carry “Big Unionism” 
to the campuses of the country’s leading universities. 
Victor Reuther recently revealed the plan in a speech 
before the American Association of Land Grant Col- 
leges and Universities. The Charleston, 8. C.. News 
Courier said editorially, “The programs advocated in 
Victor Reuther’s speech would help Sovietize Amer- 
ican colleges and universities. The colossal Federal 
spending he urged would destroy the independence of 
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State and private colleges, They would become polit- 
ical institutes in which the professors were servants 
of party officials.” 


Simultaneous with the disclosure of the union plans 
by Victor, the AFL-CIO announced the establishment 
of a speakers’ bureau. This arm of the union would 
have available speakers who could be used for campus 
Sessi1ons. 

Walter Reuther received his first experience in or- 
ganizational work in setting up a Socialist youth move- 
ment in a Michigan university, He led this young 
Marxian youth movement of university students into 
the strikers’ picket line in the Bendix strike in Detroit, 
receiving his first union strike experience. He later 
obtained his toughest job in the tour of Russia with 
his brother Victor. Walter is now President of the 
Auto Workers’ Union and Vice President of the AFL- 
C1O Federation and head of the Industrial Union sec- 
tion. He has replaced the late Sidney Hillman and is a 
power in the Democratic Party. Victor holds down 
a top job in the AFL-CIO, as do the wives of both.

as a Democrat presidential possibility, and with that 
Humphrey describes himself as the “Star of Peace,” his 
political campaign slogan for 1960. 

One newspaper editorialized, “Still riding the pub- 
licity wave of his trip to the Kremlin, Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey is currently the hottest item in Demo- 
cratic politics.” 

One Capitol commentator, who writes a syndicated 
column, claims that Humphrey “has managed to start 
a presidential boom from the steps of the Kremlin 
itself.” 

It is difficult, however, for most Americans to go 
along with the theory that, by any stretch of the 
imagination, the Kremlin in Moscow can be utilized 
as a springboard to the White House in Washington, 
D. C. We may assume that Humphrey is the favorite 
candidate of Khrushchev and of all Soviet-worshipping 
leftwingers. But Stalin and all the assorted Reds and 
Pinks gave what amounted to unqualified endorse- 
ment to Henry Wallace and to the threadbare leftwing 
line that we must try harder to arrive at “understand- 
ings” with the Soviet conspirators. We never ques- 
tioned Wallace’s patriotism and sincerity, any more 
than we do Humphrey’s, but poor, idealistic, misguid- 
ed, and at the time mentally mixed-up Mr. Wallace 
was shamefully used and exploited by the crafty and 
calculating Communist leadership in much the same 
way as it now appears Senator Humphrey is being 
made use of. But the American people saw through 
the “win Red friendship with sweetness and light” 
propaganda line, even if Mr. Wallace did not; and 
when the ballots were counted in 1948, Henry Wallace 
running nationally came in last, getting even fewer 
votes than the Dixiecrat ticket which was on the bal- 
lot in only one-fourth of the States, 

A politician may be sincere and well-meaning, but 
he embarks on a course, as dangerous to himself as to 
his country, when he by-passes his own Government’s 
State Department and walks into the Soviet spider’s 
web to make out in palsy-walsy, buddy-buddy fashion 
with a cruel and deceitful Communist Dictator who 
has liquidated most of his closest friends, and yet ex- 
pects intelligent free people to accept as genuine his 
professions of friendship. To the whole world, Khrush- 
chev boasted that he would “bury all peoples” who re- 
fuse to become puppets of Communist rule. Why then 
should Senator Humphrey, or anyone else, be impressed 
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by sweet expressions of love-and-kisses which he whis- 
pered into the ear of the Senator when Secretary 
Dulles was not around to set the record straight? 

It is painfully apparent that Senator Humphrey 
took on a dangerous kind of “delusion of grandeur” 
while being entertained in murderers’ row, in the 
Kremlin. Back in Washington, as quoted by the 
United Press, he pontificated as though he had replaced 
both President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles. He 
declared that his “Senate Disarmament subcommittee 
would launch a sweeping study of disarmament prob- 
lems because ‘the United States must more clearly 
define its disarmament objectives.” The Nye “Muni- 
tions Committee” laid bare our military strength to 
Russia, Japan and Germany prior to Pearl Harbor 
and the Stalin-Hitler Pact. 

Regarding disarmament, which of course has always 
been a phony peace propaganda issue exploited by the 
Reds, the Minnesota Democrat said, “nobody knows 
what the United States intends to do.” Why doesn’t 
he ask President Eisenhower or Secretary Dulles? 
They both have spelled out our policy repeatedly and 
in clearest detail, regarding the Near East, the Far 
East, and recently, Germany. The fact is Senator 
Humphrey, flushed with the prestige of a pat on the 
back and push into the presidential political ring by 
the leftist followers of the Khrushchev line, is not 
asking the Executive Department of Government any- 
thing about foreign policy. He is telling them — the 
President and the Secretary of State. 

Gravely he observes, “The world situation is too 
serious to have the Congress know only of policy af- 
ter it has been determined and then have no recourse 
but to criticize it openly if it believes the policy to be 
wrong.” 

If the Minnesota Senator would take his eyes off 
the “world situation” and stop listening to Khrush- 
chev long enough to read the Constitution of the 
United States, he would learn that so long as this 
remains a Constitutional Republic, foreign policy wil! 
and must be “determined” by the White House, and 
the function of Congress will and must continue to 
be that of being informed of what our policy is by the 
State Department, with the right then of subjecting 
it to criticism, with the ultimate right of changing it 
by a declaration of war or by a veto of presidential 
action while exercising the treaty-making power 
which belongs to the Executive branch of Government. 

Barring the possibility — to which Americans must 
reverently say, God Forbid! — that he will be running 
for the White House in 1960, it is to be expected that 
Hubert H. Humphrey will be running for reelection 
to the United States Senate.

hen came a loud burst of grief from the crowd and 
Lincoln awoke from his dream. It is understandable 
that such a dream might be most terrifying for anyone 
o dream of himself. However, it must have been 
much more so for Lincoln because he firmly believed in 
dreams. “Any dream,” he once told William H. Lamon, 
. lifelong friend, “has a meaning if we are wise enough 
to discern it.” 

rhe final foreshadowing of tragedy came to Lincoln 
on the afternoon of April 14, only a few hours before 
he made his final trip to the Ford Theater. Lincoln 
and William H. Crook, one of the White House guards, 
were walking to the War Department when Lincoln 
remarked 

“Crook, do you know I believe there are men who 
want to take my life?” He paused momentarily, per- 
haps recalling his dream. “And I’ve no doubt but 
what they will do it.” 

‘Why do you think so, Mr, President?” Crook asked. 

“Other men have been assassinated —” 

“I hope you are mistaken, Mr. President.” 

‘lL have perfect confidence in those around me — in 

ery one of you men. I know no one could do it and 
escape alive. But if it is to be done, it is impossible 
to prevent it.” 

Notwithstanding these warnings—and Lincoln clear- 
ly looked on them as such — because the Theater Party 
had been planned, at 8:05 P.M. he and Mrs. Lincoln 
started to Ford’s Theater. They, with their guests, 
Major Henry R. Rathbone and his fiancee, Miss Clara 
Harris, reached the Theater at 8:25, and found their 
way to the Presidential Box. 

While the party relaxed, enjoying the play, John 
Wilkes. Booth, the actor, derringer in hand, crept to 
the door of the Box, noiselessly opened it, and fired a 
bullet into the back of Lincoln’s head. 

Almost immediately Dr. Charles Leale, Assistant 
Surgeon of the U. 8S. Volunteers, appeared from the

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audience. Under his direction four soldiers shortly 
carried the President into the Peterson House across 
the street from the theater. 

There Dr. Leale, assisted by a corps of doctors, 
fought to prolong the President’s life. The hours 
ticked off. Eleven. Twelve. The President was still 
alive, but that was all. One. Two. All official Wash- 
ington now knew of the tragedy. Peterson House was 
filled with Cabinet members and doctors. Mrs. Lin- 
coln, as one in a daze, waited, 

At 4:44 A.M. on April 15, Secretary of War Stanton 
reported to Major General John Adams Dix, Com- 
mandant at New York, “The President continues in- 
sensible and is sinking.” 

Five o’clock. Six. Then seven. The sands of time 
were running very fast. Surgeon General Joseph K. 
Barnes and Dr. Phineas Gurley, the President’s pastor, 
were with him as were Dr. Leale and others. 

At 7:22 Dr, Leale saw Lincoln’s chest heave upward, 
hold the position momentarily, and relax. The doetors 
hovered over the President, waiting for another breath. 
It did not come, 

At length Dr. Barnes listened with his ear against 
Lincoln’s chest. After a time he straightened up, took 
two silver coins from his pocket, and placed them on 
the President’s eyes. 

It was Secretary of War Stanton who broke the 
deadly silence. “Now,” he said in a muffled voice, “he 
belongs to the ages.” 

These, then, are some of the reasons why we honor 
this selfless man, the Great Emancipator, our immor- 
tal Abraham Lincoln. Truly, as Secretary Stanton 
so wisely said, now he belongs to the ages. And more, 
the whole world loves and honors him.

about the Lincoln family, undertook a careful and 
complete study of every local available fact that might 
shed light on their lives and the questions so long left 
unanswered. When he finished he reported that in 
addition to other evidence he had found evidence of 
more than a hundred legal actions with which Thomas 
Lincoln had had some connection, and that the deci- 
sions in practically all of them has supported his po- 
sition.

huge many-colored patchwork of silk dresses donated 
by the gallant ladies of the South. 

When it was completed, it was sent to Richmond, 
Virginia, for in that city was the only available supply 
of gas. When it was inflated, it was then taken by 
the York River Railroad to various points on the 
peninsula, anchored to a railroad car. 

It is a far cry from these early balloons to the re- 
connaissance planes of today with their photographic 
equipment and sensitive instruments—but it was 
the balloons that pioneered the way.
